The  captain  of  the  stricken 
ferry  Herald  of  Free  Enter- 
prise spoke  for  the  first  time 
yesterday  of  how  he  found 
himself  in  the  sea  while  still  at 
his  post  on  foe  bridge  on  the 
night  of  the  Channel’s  worst 
peacetime  disaster. 

In  an  interview  with  the 
Press  Association  Captain 
David  Lewry.  aged  46.  just 
released  from  hospital  after 
treatment  for  a punctured 
lung,  said  he  knew  as  soon  as 
his  ship  capsized  two  weeks 
ago  that  there  had  been  a 
major  disaster,  but  he  had  not 
been  aware  of  Its  full  extent 
until  cold  later. 

Capiain  Lewry  suffered 
chest  injuries  as  he  was 
thrown  across  the  bridge  when 
the  ship  keeled  over.  He 
described  how  he  found  him- 
self in  the  water  while  still  in 
the  wheel  house. 

“The  boatswain.  Terry’ 
Ayling.  and  quartermaster 
Tom  Wilson  hauled  the  first 
officer,  foe  second  officer  and 
then  myself  out  of  foe  wheel- 
house.  They  had  no  difficulty 
in  getting  me  from  the  bridge 

1 can  only  remember  bits 

and  pieces.  1 have  no  idea  how 
long  l was  in  foe  water;  I 
Hacked  out  at  times.  It  was 
very  cold,  very  weL  and  I was 
in  some  pain." 

He  recalled  his  reluctance  to 
leave  the  ship,  but  could 
remember  no  details  until  he 
found  himself  in  the  engine 
room  of  a rescue  tug.  His  crew 
spoke  at  foe  time  of  having 
virtually  to  fight  with  him  to 
get  him  off  the  ferry. 

Captain  Lewry,  still  in  pain 
from  his  injuries  but  recover- 
ing, said  he  was  “very 


Captain  David  Lewry: 
blacked  oat  in  the  water 
distressed"  for  those  who  died 
in  the  tragedy,  and  for  their 
relatives.  He  praised  his  crew, 
some  of  whom  had  stayed  at 
their  posts  for  several  hours  to 
help  rescue  passengers.  One 
remained  under  a ladder  for 
five  hours. 

He  said  he  had  received 
messages  of  support  and 
condolence  from  people  all 
over  the  world,  including 
survivors  and  other  seafarers. 

His  wife.  Mrs  Tricia  Lewry. 
disclosed  that  she  learned  of 
foe  disaster  when  her  three 
sons  saw  the  television  news. 

"They  announced  it  was  foe 
Herald;  there  was  not  much 
we  could  do."  Mrs  Lewry  said. 
The  family  had  lost  several 
personal  friends.

Mr  Neil  Kinnock,  leader  of 
ibe  Labour  Party,  and  a Tory 
backbencher  added  their 
voices  yesterday  to  the  chorus 
of  protest  from  the  scientific 
community,  while  Professor 
Bill  Mitchell,  chairman  of  the 
Science  and  Engineering  Re- 
search Council,  went  to  see  Mr 
Kenneth  Baker,  Secretary  of 
State  for  Education  and  Sci- 
ence, to  make  a personal 
appeaL 

The  Government  is  provid- 


ing the  five  research  councils 
with  no  extra  funds  to  meet 
the  24  per  cent  pay  award, 
which  they  had  no  part  in 
negotiating,  but  which  affects 
the  thousands  of  researchers 
they  employ  in  universities. 

They  are  having  to  fund  it 
out  of  existing  budgets  and 
can  find  the  money  - about 
£l5m  between  them  - only 
by  slashing  research  projects. 
The  councilhas  frozen  all  new 
university  research. 

Il  is  feared  that  the  pay 

award,  which- was  designed  to 
halt  the  "brain  drain”  of 
scientists  to  the  United  States, 
will  now  have  the  effect  of 
spading  it  up. 

Yesterday  Mr  Kinnock 


wrote  to  Mis  Thatcher  urging 
her  to  release  new  funds  for 
the  SERC  immediately. 

The  Natural  Environment 
Research  Council,  which  is 
£500.000  short  decided  on 
Thursday  night  to  suspend  its 
forthcoming  round  of  new 
grants,  shelving  until  next 
January  at  the  earliest  about 
100  university  and  polytechnic 
research  projects,  ranging 
front  studies  of  atmospheric 
pollution  to  geological  studies 
bearing  on  oil  exploration. 

The  council  spoke  of  its 
“grave  concern”  and  one  of  its 
members.  Professor  Roger 
Whitten  bury,  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Warwick,  commented: 
“The  effect  will  be  tike  starv- 


ing somebody  of  oxygen  for  ' 
five  minutes  of  his  life:  ex- 
tremely distressing  — if  he 
survives.” 

The  Economic  and  Social 
Research  Council,  which  is 
still  quantifying  the  extra 
monev  it  will  need,  derided 
yesterday  that  practically  all 
new  research  projects  on  sub- 
jects ranging  from  informa- 
tion technology  to  industrial 
competitiveness  will  have  to 
be  shelved  next  year.

Broadwater 
police  are 
accused  of 
Nazi  revenge

Community  leaders  on  the 
Broadwater  Farm  estate  said 
yesterday  that  the  wrong  men 
had  been  convicted  for  the 
murder  of  PC  Keith  Blake- 
lock. 

Mr  Stafford  Scott.  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Broadwater 
Farm  Youth  Association, 
said:  “Youth  in  our  communi- 
ty feel  nothing  but  disgust  at 
the  verdict.  There  is  no  way 
that  those  people  should  be 
serving  life  sentences.  None  of 
the  defendants  stood  a hope  in 
hell  of  getting  British  justice. 
Ibis  was  revenge  and  revenge 
is  not  justice.” 

Community  leaders,  includ- 
ing Haringey  Labour  council- 
lor Miss  Martha  Osamor,  were 
unanimous  in  their  condem- 
nation of  the  Tottenham 
Police's  investigation  of  the 
murder  of  the  policeman  dur- 
ing the  disturbance  on  the 
estate  on  the  night  of  October 
6th  1985. 

Councillor  Osamor.  reading 
a statement  from  the  family  of 
Engbin  Ragbip.  a 20-year-old 
white  youth  who  received  a 
life  sentence  for  his  part  in  PC 
Blakelock's  murder,  said: 
“The  police  acted  tike  Ger- 
man Nazis.  They  came  into 
our  house  like  Nazis.  Some- 
one hasten  to  be  punished  for 
what  they  did.” 

Cllr  Osamor  was  not  pre- 
pared, however,  to  urge  those 
she  believed  were  guilty  of  PC 
Blakelock's  murder  to  come 
forward.  “It’s  up  to  the  police 
to  get  up  off  their  backsides 
a find  the  guilty  men,”  she 
said. 

The  father  of  Mr  Winston 
Silcott,  the  27-year-old  youth 
sentenced  to  30  years'  impris- 
onment for  the  murder  of  PC 
Blakelock,  said:  “It  is  not 
right.  Silcott  is  innocent  of  this 
murder.  It  is  not  right  in  the 
sight  of  God.” 

Mr  Millard  Scott,  a commu- 
nity activist  on  the  estate, 
commenting  on  the  fact  that 
Silcott  was  out  on  bail  for 
another  murder  charge  on  the 
night  of  PC  Blakelock’s  mur- 
der, said:  “Why  did  the  judge 


give  him  bail?  Because  he 
knew  he  was  innocent." 

Mr  Scott,  who  was  at  school 
with  Mr  Silcott,  compared  the 
Tottenham  police  to  the  sec- 
urity forces  in  South  Africa. 
He  said:  “This  country  hasn't 
any  right  to  talk  about  South 
Africa  oecause  you  haven’t  got 
your  own  house  in  order.  You 
treat  us  just  the  same.” 

Mr  Stafford  Scott,  Millard's 
brother,  said:  “We  don’t  want 
war.  we  don't  want  confronta- 
tion, we  want  parity  and  we 
want  justice.  We  shall  not  stop 
fighting,  we  shall  not  lay 
down,  we  have  a right  to  live 
and  we  are  going  to  exercise 
that  right.” 

The  Broadwater  Farm  De- 
fence Committee  has  oi 
sed  a “picket”  of  Ton 
police  station  this  morning  to 
protest  against  the  verdict  in 
the  trial.  About  100  demon- 
strators are  expected  to  be 
present. 

An  umber  of  MPs  called 
yesterday  for  Judge  Lymbery 
QC  to  resign,  and  for  a review 
of  the  Bail  Act  1976,  after  the 
disclosure  that  he  granted  bail 
to  Silcott. 

Judge  Lymbery  has  already 
defended  his  decision  to  grant 
bail,  made  in  Chambers,  say- 
ing he  does  not  have  PC 
Blakelock's  .death  on  .his 
conscience. 

Lawyers  yesterday  were  at 
odds  over  whether  the  Judge 
had  made  a proper  decision: 
some  prosecution  lawyers  de- 
scribed his  derision  as  “extra- 
ordinary" They  said  there 
was  ample  ground  under  the 
Bail  Act  for  the  Judge  to  refuse 
bail  notwithstanding  that  be 
did  not  know  of  the  1980 
murder  acquittal. 

Some  lawyers  said  the  Judge 
could  have  refused  bail  on  the 
grounds  that  Silcott  was  likely 
to  interfere  with  witnesses,  a 
ground  born  out  by  the  “over- 
whelming atmosphere  of  fear” 
at  the  committal  proceedings 
five  days  before  Judge 
Lymbery  granted  bail,  one 
barrister  said.

Trial  judge’s  criticism 
to  be  studied  by  Yard

Senior  Scotland  Yard  offi- 
cers are  to  study  transcripts  of 
the  criticisms  made  by  the 
judge  on  the  police  handling  of 
the  juveniles  in  the  PC 
Blakelock  murder  trial 
Two  of  the  three  youths 
accused  of  the  murder  were 
acquitted  after  Mr  Justice 
Hodgson  ruled  against  confes- 
sions obtained  by  detectives. 

The  Police  Complaints 
Authority  said  yesterday  that 
it  was  already  supervising  the 
investigation  of  five  com- 
plaints involving  police  ac- 
tions or  interviews  after  the 
riot  which  led  to  359  arrests. 
Complaints  by  the  two  youths 
have  not  been  received. 

The  inquiries  are  nearing 
completion  but  a senior  offi- 
cer in  overall  charge  of  many 
investigations  is  not  prepared 
to  be  interviewed  until  all  the 
riot  trials  are  complete. 

Tbe  two  youths,  aged  15 
and  16,  were  cleared  after  the 


judge  pointed  to  breaches  of 
the  Police  and  Criminal  Evi- 
dence Act  and  the  Children 
and  Young  Offenders  Act  in 
the  way  they  were  inter- 
viewed. 

In  tbe  case  of  the  youth  aged 
15  tbe  judge  found  It  points 
on  which  to  criticize  the  police 
action,  including  the  refusal  to 
allow  access  to  a solicitor, 
undue  delay  in  charging  the 
youth,  failing  to  have  the 
correct  adult  monitor  inter- 
views, never  telling  the  youth 
or  the  adults  with  him  he  was 
suspected  of  murder,  and 
improprieties  in  the  way  he 
was  handled. 

Applying  the  tests  laid  out 
under  the  Police  and  Criminal 
Evidence  Act  for  the  validity 
of  confessions  the  judge  con- 
sidered that  the  police  had 
acted  - oppressively  on  three 
points  and  extracted  a confes- 
sion which  was  unreliable  on 
eight  counts. 


Amnesty  Is 
sought  on

Mr  Douglas  -Hurd,  the 
Home  Secretory,  came  under 
increased  pressure  last  night 
to  grant  an  amnesty  on  all 
illegally  held  guns  and  other 
weapons  to  help  check  the 
rising  tide  of  violent  crime. 

Home  Office  ministers  are 
known  to  be  considering  an 
amnesty,  but  an  announce- 
ment is  not  expected  “within 
the  next  few  weeks”. 

A change  in  the  law  is  not 
required  although  the  last 
amnesty  in  1968  coincided 
with  the  introduction  of  the 
Firearms  Act  tightening  up 
controls  on  the  supply  of 
weapons. 

That  amnesty  resulted  in 
25.000  guns  being  handed. in 
to  the  police. 

The  police  believe  the  thriv- 
ing black  market  in  offensive 
weapons  makes  it  easy  for 
many  criminals  to  buy  guns  to 
order. 

Mr  Frank  Dobson,  chair- 
man of  the  London  Labour 
MPs’  group,  said  yesterday 
that  Mr  Hurd  owed  it  to  the 
people  of  London  and  to  the 
police  to  do  everything  pos- 
sible to  stop  the  soaring  use  of 
guns  and  knives. 

In  the  three  years  to  1985 
there  had  been  a 81  per  cent 
rise  in  armed  raids  on  high 
street  banks. 

Tbe  latest  Home  Office 
figures  revealed  a continuing 
increase  in  violent  crime, 
particularly  sexual  offences 
and  thefts. 

Mr  Dobson  called  for: 

• an  amnesty  to  encourage 
people  to  hand  in  guns  and 
knives; 

• this  would  be  followed  by  a 
campaign  against  those  still 
found  in  illegal  possession; 

• tighter  controls  on  the  sale 
or  weapons; 

• stricter  requirements  for 
those  legally  owning  weapons. 


Kinnock  attacks 
tax  cuts  ‘disease’

terday  that  Europe  Jiad  been 
infected  by  a political  'and 
economic  virus  which  placed 
tax  cuts  above  unemployment 
cuts  and  gave  greater  rewards 
to  moving  money  than  mak- 
ing things. 

. Ataconferenceof European 
trade  unionists  in  London,  Mr 
Kinnock  calledfor  a radical, 
change  in  European  industrial 
policy.  He  said  the  virus  of 
depression  and  bogus  pru- 
dence had  taken  a malevolent 
pip  on  Europe. 

It  was  based  on  the  idea  that  ’ 
economic  efficiency  was  best 
attained  if  the  government 
abdicated  all  responsibility  for 
industrial  development  and 
handed  the  future  of  the 
economy  over  to  the  caprices 
and  convenience  of  the  un- 
controlled market  and  those 
who  dominated  that  system. 

Such  governments  looked 
on  the  overall  level  of  output 
and  employment  in  their 
economies  as  beneath  their 
concern.  Mr  Kinnock  said. 
They  concentrated  on  a path 
of  strict  public  monetary  rec- 
titude, encouraging  massive 
private  debt  and  shirking  their 
duty  to  manage  the  economy. 

He  said:  “Nowhere  has  this 
approach  to  economic  affairs 


been  pursued  with  such  nar- 
row-minded^. fanaticism  as 
here  in  Britain.  . 

■ “Here  the  idea  has  been 
tested  to  destruction—  the 
destruction  of  British  industry 
and  two  million  manufac- 
turing jobs.” 

Mr  Kinnock  called  for 
investment-based  expansion 
so  that  consumption  was 
backed  by  production.  The 
alternative  to  that  arduous  but 
essentia]  route  was  to  continue 
with  policies  borrowed  from 
the  nineteenth  century  and 
watch  depression  become 
more  contagious  across  Eur- 
ope. 

He  said  the  European  mar- 
ket was  now  so  depressed  that 
industry  was  not  investing 
enough  in  research,  training 
and  retraining.  It  was  falling 
behind  Japan  and  the  United 
States  and  making  the  Conti- 
nent liable  to  economic 
colonization  by  the  producers 
of  the  Pacific  Basin. 

Europe  needed  an  industrial 
stategy  of  managed  trade,  he 
said,  which  ensured  that 
expansion  was  not  the  source 
of  uncontrollable  deficit.  The,, 
disease  that  bad  given  Europe' 
18  million  unemployed  and 
lost  world  trade  share  could  be 
cured,  he  said.

Teachers  get 
court  warning 
on  frogspawn

SchooJieacfters  in  the  Irish 
Republic  yesterday  admitted 
to  government  officials  they 
were  guilty  of  breaking  the 
law  — by  taking  frogspawn 
without  a licence. 

Although  no  action  will  be 
taken  against  them,  an  official 
pledged  extra  “vigilance”  by 
conservation  officers  at  ponds 
and  rivers. 

The  Wildlife  Section  of  the 
Department  of  Fisheries  and 
Forestry  said  that  since  1976  a 
special  licence  was  needed  to 
take  frogspawn  from  the  wild. 

The  move  was  designed  to 
save  the  frog  from  extinction. 

Offenders  can  be  fined  £50 
and  the  courts  can  take  pos- 
session of  anything  used  in 
committing  the  offence,  which 
could  include  a car. 


Contest  to  lead  Fine  Gael 


Compromise  candidate  looks  favourite

Tbe  three  contenders  hop- 
ing to  succeed  Dr  Garret 
FitzGerald  as  Fine  Gad  leader 
were  all  confident  of  victory  in 
Ibis  morning's  ballot  for  a new 
opposition  leader. 

The  last  24  boms  of  the 
leadership  struggle  saw  die 
candidates  attempting  to  win 
over  wavering  colleagues  and 
to  discover  the  intent  of  at 
least  a dozen  other  voters. 

The  three-line  party  whip  on 
tiie  82  deputies,  senators,  and 
Euro  MPs,  ordering  them  not 
to  discuss  the  contest  with  the 
media,  has  avoided  any  public 
bitterness  between  the  rivals. 

However,  disagreements  be- 
tween the  younger  contenders 
about  their  level  of  support 
may  favour  Mr  Peter  Bam, 
aged  58,  the  party's  deputy 


leader,  who  is  widely  seen  asa 
compromise  candidate  for  the 
short  term. 

As  a native  of  Cork,  Mr 
Barry  k assured  of  solid 
backing  from  colleagues  in  the 
region  along  with  that  of 
senior  cabinet  colleagues  and 
younger  men  who  do  not  wish 
the  leadership  issue  to  be 
settled  for  10  years,  as  would 
occur  in  a victory  for  Mr  Aien 
Dukes,  aged  41,  or  Mr  John 
Bruton,  aged  39. 

The  lack  of  a dearly  identi- 
fiable favourite  indicates  the 
high  calibre  of  (he  candidates 
and  the  party’s  uncertainty 
about  its  future  direction. 

Voting  in  the  party's  room 
at  Leinster  House  in  Dublin 
today  will  be  by  the  single 
transferable  vote  system  of 
proportional  representation, 
but  no  one  candidate  «-ex- 


petted  to  achieve  the  42  votes 
needed  for  victory'  on  the  first 
count. 

Mr  Dukes  is  believed  to 
have  most  hacking  but  unless 
he  k dose  to  the  42  figure  on 
the  first  ballot  victory  may  go 
to  Mr  Barry,  who  k likdy  to 
pick  np  votes  after  the  efimjoa- 
tion  of  Mr  Bruton. 

Since  Dr  FitzGerald  re- 
signed the  feadeship  and  went 
to  the  United  States  at  what  is 
likely  to  be  tbe  start  of  a period 
of  foreign  travel  and  lecture 
tours,  Mr  Barry,  his  deputy, 
has  portrayed  -himself  as  the. 
calm,  commonsense  candidate. 

In  office  he  has  been  com- 
petent, although  in  the  crucial 
area  of  the  economy  he  was 
unimpressive  when  an  opp- 
osition spokesman.  An  in- 
stinctive nationalist,  he 
achieved  prominence  as  min- 


ister for  foreign  affaire  during 
tiie  negotiations  leading  to  the 

Anglo-Irish  agreement  and  be- 
came a hate  figure  for  North- 
ern “loyalists”  because  of  his 
■ role  as  joint  chairman  of  tbe 
ministerial  conference. 

The  most  popular  candiate 
outside  -the  ‘ parliamentary 
party  k Mr  Dukes,  an  econo- 
mist turned  politician  who  has 
had  a meteroric  rise  within  the 
party  since  be  was  encouraged 
to  stand  asia  Euro  MP  in  1979: 

Appointed  minister  for  agri- 
culture on  his  first  day  in  the 
Dai)  in  1981  he  has  served 
successively  as.  minister  for 
defence  and  justice. 

Mr  Bruton  has  been  a 
deputy  for  18  years,  having 
been  elected  at  the  age  of  22.

Det  Supt  Arthur  Ford,  dep- 
uty head  of  Avon  and  Somer- 
set C1D;  provided  new 
evidence  to  prove  that  one  of 
the  men,  Mr  Ashad  Sharff 
had  killed  himself  delib- 
erately. “He  left  a tape-record- 
ing m his  car  that  was 
tantamount  to  a suicide  note.” 

But  he  added  that  there  was 
still  “no  logical  reason”  for  the 
apparent  suicide  of  Mr  Vimal 
Dajibhai,  a computer  pro- 
grammer-working on  air-sea 
missiles  and  employed,  like 
Mr  Sharit  by  the  Marconi 
Group. 

Derbyshire  police  said  vp- 
terday  that  they  were  baffled 
by  the  disappearance  of  the 
third  man,  Mr  Avtar  Singh- 
Gida.  who  was  working  on  a 
Ministry  of  Defence-funded 
project  at  Loughborough 
University. 

The  three  men  were  work- 
ing on  programmes,  which 
would  help  to  locale  sub- 
marinesax  vast  depths,  includ- 
ing the  new  range  of  Soviet

The  security  aspects  of  the 
affair  were  raised  at  a police 
press  conference  yesterday.

BR  plans 
threaten 

print  jobs

British  Rail  is  heading  to- 
wards a confrontation  with 
the  printing  industry’s  largest 
union  over  plans  to  modern- 
ize its  national  newspaper 
(distribution  system. 

To  stop  newspapers  from 
abandoning  its  network,  has 
proposed  a new  form  of  end- 
to-end  distribution  using 
trains  and  trucks  to  deliver 
papers  frost-printing  plants  to 
wholesalers. 

The  proposal  threatens  tbe 
jobs  of  hundreds  of  members 
of  the  Sogat  *82  printing 
union,  which  has  been  respon- 
sible for  moving  newspapers 
to  terminals,  and  picking  them 
up  at  distant  stations  for 
distribution  to  wholesalers. 

At  a dinner  for  managing 
directors  of  all  the  national 
newspapers  except  those  pub- 
lished by  News  International, 
Mr  Jim  O'Brien,  managing 
director  of  British  Rail  said 
the  new  arrangements  were 
intended  to  be  competitive 
with  end-to-end  road  haulage. 

British  Rail's  newspaper 
distribution  system  is  making 
big  losses  after  News  Inter- 
national, its  biggest  customer, 
switched  to  road  distribution 
last  year,  it  took  the  step  after 
threats  by  railwaymen  to 
“black**  its  titles  in  sympathy 
with  dismissed  printworkers. 

British  Rail  is  suing  News 
International  for  about 
£38  million  for  foe  loss  of  foe 
remaining  four  and  a half 


million  a year.

Tapestry  fetches  £60,500

How  short  a period  inter- 
vened between  foe  eclipse  of 
Victorian  painters’  popularity 
as  “contemporary"  artists  and 
their  nostalgic  rediscovery  in 
the  sixties  was  underlined  by  a 
sale  at  Sotheby's  yesterday. 

A Morris  and  Co  tapestry, 
designed  by  Burue  Jones,  sold 
for  £60,500  (unpublished  es- 
timate £40,000-£60,000). 
While  Burue  Jones  made  the 
design  in  1890.  the  tapestry 
was  woven  between  1927  and 
1932  for  Sir  Henry  Beecfaam. 

The  image  is  about  as 
Victorian  as  they  oome;  “The 
Achievement  of  Sir  Galahad 
of  the  Sang  Graal  Accompa- 
nied by  Sir  Bors  and  Sir 
Perrival”. 


The  Arthurian  knight  kneels 
at  the  door  of  a chapel  where 
three  angels  watch  over  the 
graal.  There  are  more  angels 
outside,  quantities  of  ma- 
donna lilies  and  a carpet  of 
flowers. 

The  first  tapestry  woven 
from  the  design  was  commis- 
sioned by  Wilfim  Knox  <f  Arcy 
in  1S90  and  sold  at  Sotheby's 
in  1978  for  £44.000.  Two 
replicas  were  woven  in  the 
1 890s  and  yesterday’s  tapestry 
was  the  fourth  and  last 
repetition. 

The  sale  of  applied  arts 
since  1880  saw  exceptionally 
high  prices  for  glass,  good,  bad 
and  indifferent. 

The  Japanese  have  now 


joined  the  Europeans  and 
Americans  as  active  buyers. 
The  top  price  was  £24,200 
(estimate  £20,0QO-£3 0,000)  for 
a Galle  marqueterie  stir  verre 
girths  vase  of  about  1900.

Doctor  in 
childbirth 
operations 
‘guilty’ 

An  anaesthetist  accused  of 
not  monitoring  properly  wo- 
men undei^oing  caesarean  op-' 
erauons  for  childbirth,  was 
found  guilty  yesterday  of  ser> 
ous  professional  misconduct. . 

Four  women  had  claimed 
that  during  their  operations  in 
1980  and  1981.  at  Billinge 
Hospital.  Wigan,  they  were 
awake  and  could  feel  intense 
pain. 

Dr  Ramachandran  Subran-, 
aminn  of  Manor  HospitaL 
Walsall,  was  admonished  by. 
the  General  Medical  Council's 
professional  conduct  com-, 
miucc,  but  was  told  he  would 
noi  be  struck  off  foe  medical 
register. 

Earlier,  a leading  anaesthe- 
tist had  told  the  hearing  in 
London  that  one  in  every  100 
women  having  a caesarean 
operation  to  give  birth  will  be 
aware  of  what  is  going  on 
during  pan  of  the  operation. 

Even  up-to-date  techniques 
could  not  block  everything  out 
in  all  case s.  Dr  Roland 
Hargrove  told  the  committee. 

Dr  Hargrove,  of  West-, 
minster  HospitaL  London, 
said  that  at  the  time  there  was 
a 5 per  cent  awareness  level 
which  had  now  been  reduced 
to  1 per  cenL  That  was 
because  of  the  conflict  of 
providing  enough  oxygen  not 
to  harm  the  unborn  child,  yet 
put  the  mother  to  sleep.

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Judges  resist 
longer  hours 
and  summer 
holiday  cut

Proposals  from  government 
officials  to  cut  delays  in  the 
civil  courts  by  making  judges 
sit  longer  hours  and  by  cutting 
their  two-month  summer 
vacation  look  certain  to  run 
into  opposition  from  High 
Court  and  Court  of  Appeal 
judges. 

Sir  John  Donaldson,  Master 
of  the  Rolls,  who  heads  the 
Court  of  Appeal's  civil  di- 
vision, says  that  although 
judges  may  sit  for  only  five 
hours  in  court,  excluding 
lunch  hour,  they  are  already 
working  longer  hours  in  terms 
of  reading  and  preparation  in 
their  rooms  and  at  home. 

That  is  particularly  the  case 
in  the  Court  of  Appeal,  be 
says,  where  the  more  judges 
can  pre-read  counsels'  skel- 
eton arguments  the  more  they 
can  cut  down  on  time  in  court. 
“I  am  here  at  nine  and  I work 
through  to  six,  and  I rarely 
have  lunch." 

On  top  of  that,  he  says, 
many  judges  take  work  home 
in  the  evenings  and  weekends. 
“It  is  not  really  on  to  increase 
those  hours." 

Judges  are  also  doing  highly 
concentrated  work  when  sit- 
ting on  cases,  he  says,  and  it  is 
questionable  whether  they 
could  absorb  more  by  sitting  a 
longer  day. 

A consultation  paper  from 
the  Lord  Chancellor's  Depart- 
ment last  week  proposed  a for- 
reaching  package  of  reforms  to 
make  more  efficient  the 
processing  of  civil  disputes, 
including  extending  judges’ 
working  days  from  five  to  six 
hours. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls, 
who  has  already  led  the  way  in 
improving  productivity  in  the 
Court  of  Appeal,  indicated 
there  could  be  difficulties,  too. 
with  abolishing  the  long  sum- 
mer vacation. 

“The  only  reason  we  do  not 
run  courts  through  August 
here  is  that  the  legal  profession 
does  not  want  it",  he  said. 
“That  would  not  deter  us  if  we 
thought  we  could  still  do  so 
efficiently,  but  it  is  no  good 
listing  cases  which  no  one  has 
the  slightest  intention  of  being 
beard." 

If  judges  were  to  be  de- 
prived of  their  holidays  in  the 


summer,  the  equivalent  tune 
would  have  to  be  taken  out  of 
term  time  “so  it  may  be 
inefficiem,  in  terms  of  pure 
output,  to  have  vacation  sit- 
tings, although  it  does  help 
avoid  delays  building  up". 

Sir  John  has  overseen  a 
radical  package  of  reforms  to 
cut  delays  in  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  including  some  court 
sittings  in  the  long  vacation. 

In  January  the  idea  of  the 
“floating  court”  was  in- 
troduced, which  enables  an 
extra  court  to  sit,  by 
rationalizing  the  spare  time  in 
other  courts  resulting  from 
judges'  reading  and  judge- 
ment-writing days. 

That  brings  the  total  num- 
ber of  courts  to  eight  which  is 
helping  to  cut  the  backlog  of 
short  interim  applications 
which  can  be  heard  by  two 
judges. 

But  there  is  still  the  ques- 
tion of  12-1 5 months'  delay  in 
the  long  cases  needing  three 
judges. 

There  are  plans  for  more 
Court  of  Appeal  courtrooms 
biit  not  for  another  18 
months.  Meanwhile  Sir  John 
has  issued  a warning  that  the 
time  between  the  setting  down 
of  a civil  appeal  and  its 
hearing  will  increase. 

Last  year  up  to  October,  428 
appeals  were  allowed  and  642 
dismissed. 

The  court's  work  is  mount- 
ing. Last  year  1,604  new 
appeals  were  set  down,  com- 
pared with  1,572  the  year 
before.  A total  of  1207  were 
disposed  of  after  a hearing.

LAW  AND  ORDER 


Demands  for  the  restoration  of 
capital  punishment  and  a re- 
view of  the  operation  of  the  Bail 
Act  were  made  during  a Com- 
mons debate  on  law  mid  order. 
A Home  Office  minister  pouted 
out  that  despite  the  crime 
figures.  Britain  remained  one  of 
the  safest  countries  in  the  world. 

Mr  Iain  Mills  (Meriden.  O, 
opening  the  debate,  said  that  it 
was  evident  front  the  increased 
crime  statistics  that  than  had 
been  a huge  change  in  the 
attitude  of  society  and  indi- 
viduals towards  wrongdoing. 
While  there  was  no  single  cause, 
unemployment  might  be  one 
factor  and  another  was  det- 
errence. 

It  disturbed  him  that  they  did 
not  have  the  deterrent  of  capital 
punishment.  This  would  be  seen 
by  “deliberately  evil  wrong- 
doers" as  a sufficient  deterrent. 
Pan  of  the  problem  was  the 
perception  of  wrongdoers  that 
society  would  somehow  let 
them  off  and  take  a lenient 
attitude  towards  crime. 

That  atmosphere  led  a poten- 
tial wrongdoer  to  conclude  that 
crime  was  not  bad  and  that  there 
was  no  real  penalty  against  it-He 
had  voted  on  four  occasions  for 
the  return  of  capital  punishment 
and  would  do  so  again  when  the 
opportunity  arose. 

While  not  criticizing  the  tech- 
nical decisions  of  the  judiciary 
in  granting  bail,  there  was 
concern  when  murders  and 
serious  crimes  were  committed 
by  those  freed  on  bail. 

“I  understand  that  in  most 
cases,  including  the  case  we  saw 
resolved  yesterday  of  the  PC 
Biakeiock  murder  where  the 
operation  of  the  Bail  Act  was 
carried  out  quite  correctly  by  the 
member  of  the  judiciary  con- 
cerned, but  it  is  the  operation  of 
the  Act  itself  that  causes  huge 
concern." 

The  public  was  also  con- 
cerned about  cases  where  sen- 
tences passed  for  serious 
offences,  such  as  rape,  seemed 
too  lenient 

If  the  courts  were  seen  by  the 
public  as  bring  over  lenient,  the 
penalties  should  be  made  high, 
strict  and  a real  deterrence 
against  crime.  If  that  were  nm  to 
happen,  then  it  was  essemail 
there  should  be  wider  retrial 
powers  that  would  allow  sen- 
tences to  be  increased. 

Mr  Christopher  Smith  (Isl- 
ington South  and  nnsbury, 
Labi  said  that  they  could  not 
ignore  the  rise  in  unemploy- 
ment. the  extent  of  poverty  and 
homelessness,  the  dereliction  of 
inner  cities  and  the  lack  of 
facilities  for  young  people 

He  stressed  that  these  were  no 
excuse  to  take  to  crime,  but  they 
had  to  understand  the  linkage 
between  poverty  and  unempl- 
oyment and  crime  if  they  were 
to  begin  to  tackle  the  problems 
of  crime  effectively. 

Mr  Mark  Carlisle  {Warrington 
South,  Q said  that  it  was 


nonsense  to  suggest  that  crimes 
of  violence  were  not  treated 
seriously  by  the  higher  courts. 
To  continuously  suggest  that 
sentences  were  not  adequate 
and  derisory,  was  undermining 
the  detenrrence  of  the  courts. 

As  a junior  minister  in  the 
Horae  Office,  he  had  been 
responsible  for  giving  advice 
that  led  to  the  release  of  a man 
from  Broadmoor  who  then 
committed  several  further 
murdeis. 

With  hindsight  it  was  tragic 
that  the  man  had  been  released.

Mr  CUve  Soley.  an  Opposition 
spokesman  on  home  affairs, 
raid  that  the  country  was  dan- 
gerously dose  to  a complete 
breakdown  of  law  and  order.

With  cap- 
ital punishment,  those  people 
would  have  been  hanged. 

Mr  Douglas  Hogg,  Under 
Secretary  of  Stale,  Home  Office, 
said  that  the  Government  was 
deeply  concerned  about  rising 
crime  rates  and  about  the  de- 
cline in  the  clear-up  rates.  But 
the  figures  must  be  put  into 
perspective. 

The  rate  of  increase  in  crime 
was  very  much  in  line  wilhthe 
average  rate  of  increase  since 
1955.  Not  all  classes  of  crime 
were  rising  at  the  same  rate. 
Most  crimes  were  against  prop- 
erty and  did  not  involve  vi- 
olence. Offences  against  the 
person  increased  in  1986  by  3 
per  cent,  and  the  elderly  were 
the  least  likely  victims.

Internal  Affairs.  “In  the  not  too 
distant  past,  samogon  brewing  was 
typical  for  rural  areas,  but  now 
around  40  per  cent  of  the  cases  are 
registered  in  towns.**  The  minister 
reveafed  chat  since  tbe  start  of  Mr 
Gorbachov's  anti-alcohol  campaign, 
the  militia  had  registered  90  cases  of 
group  poisoning  from  alcohol  sub- 
stitutes. as  a result  of  which  200 
people  had  died. 

“Tbe  samogon  epedemte  is  deal- 
ing a harmful  blow  to  the  economy,” 
Mr  Vlasov  added.“Valuabl£  prod- 
ucts — thousands  or  tons  of  sugar, 
beetroot,  potatoes  and  grain  — are 
being  wiped  oat.” 

According  to  official  statistics,  SO 
per  cem  of  samogon  brewers  are 
blue  or  white  collar  workers  m town 


or  country  enterprises,  and  61  per 
cem  are  women.  Whereas  old 
women  were  once  the  typical  moon- 
shiners, the  average  age  is  now 
dropping,  with  52  per  cent  of  those 
sentenced  under  the  age  of  29. 

As  well  as  causing  revere  short- 
ages of  sugar,  the  upsurge  in 
ffloonshming  has  also  led  to  the 
virtual  disappearance  of  yeast  from 
Soviet  shops.  Foreigners  are  now 
frequently  approached  with  requests 
for  supplies  from  abroad. 

Although  the  vodka  shortage  has 
produced  nothing  (ike  the  American 
Speakeasy,  Sovietskaya  Rossiya  re- 
ported that  one  woman,  named  only 
as  8.

Neil  Kinnock  will  not  be  1c 
for  converts  when  he  steps  off 
Concorde  Utter  this  week  for  his 
third  and  most  crucial  visit  to  the 
United  States  since  he  became 
Labour  leader. 

His  trip  last  December,  when 
not  a single  Democratic  politician 
came  forward  to  aver  public 
support  for  his  party's  non-nuclear 
defence  policy,  was  enough  to 
confirm  that  there  will  be  no 
sympathy  when  be  sees  President 
Reagan  and  other  senior  figures  in 
the  administration.  Reagan  will 
accept  Britain’s  right  as  a sov- 
ereign country  to  take  its  own 
decisions  about  its  defence;  but  he 
will  exercise  America’s  right  as  an 
ally  to  say  bow  disastrous  he 
believes  Labour’s  plans  could  be. 

The  question  to  which  the 
Americans  still  want  an  answer  is 
this:  how  can  Kinnock  claim  to  be 
a wholehearted  supporter  of  Nato. 
while  subscribing  to  a policy  they 
believe  would  lead  to  its  dis- 
integration? 

But  the  Kinnock  who  enters  the 
Oval  Office  on  Friday  will,  in  the 
eyes  of  American  policy-makers, 
be  a different  Kinnock  from  the 
inexperienced,  largely  unknown 
opposition  leader  they  first  en- 
countered in  1984.  They  will  be’ 
talking  to  a man  who  in  only  three 
months  could  be  presenting  him- 
self as  Britain’s  alternative  prime 
minister.  As  such  he  and  his 
policies  will  merit,  and  be  ac- 
corded, the  most  serious  consid- 
eration. Kinnock,  wearing  the 
international  statesman's  hat,  will 
first  go  to  New  York  to  deliver  a 
call  to  a prestigious  gathering  of 
industrialists  and  financiers  for  a 
new  Bretton  Woods  agreement,  a 
co-ordinated  international  plan  of 
expansion. 

His  aim  on  defence,  as  on  the 
last  trip,  will  be  to  achieve 
understanding  of- Labour’s  pos- 
ition. If  it  managed  nothing  else, 
the  December  visit  at  least  assured* 
many  Americans  that  a Labour 
government  was  not  set  on  expel- 
ling the  Americans  from  Britain 
forthwith.  This  time,  for  the 
benefit  of  both  his  American  and 
British  audiences,  the  aim  will  be1 
to  underline  his  Nato  com- 
mitment to  achieving  inter- 
national arms  control  deals  and  to

Why  Kinnock 
will  fare  better 
in  America 


Strengthening  the  conventional 
defence  of  Europe, 

Kinnock’s  last  trip  was  pre- 
sented in  Britain  largely  as  a 
failure,  a verdict  which  he  and  his 
team  vigorously  disputed.  Since 
then  many  of  his  senior  colleagues 
have  been  voicing  the  private 
hope  that  he  would  not  return; 
nothing  could  come  of  it;  better  to 
plead  pressure  of  the  impending 
election  and  pull  out.  By  the  end  of 
last  week  that  view  had  changed. 
Because,  although  the  leadership 
is  loath  to  admit  it,  so  has 
Labour's  position  in  the  four 
months  since  be  was  last  there.  He 


w ill  not  be  going  empty-banded. 

First,  only  days  after  his  return, 
came  the  official  launch  of 


Labour's  defence  policy.  Kinnock 
then  went  back  on  his  rejection  of 
the  American  nuclear  umbrella 
only  two  months  before.  He  said 
that  Nato’s  “flexible-  response" 
strategy,  including  the  potential 
first  use  of  nuclear  weapons, 
would  be  subscribed  to  until  the 
Nato  allies  could  be  persuaded  of 
the  need  for  change. 

He  stressed  that  the  closure  of 
American  nuclear  bases  in 
Britainwould  not  be  subject  to  a 
time  Emit  While  this  would 
technically  be  possible  within  12 
months,  the  politics  would  take 
longer.  “Everything  we  do  will 
involve  consultation  with  our 
allies,"  said  the  document. 
Labour’s  non-nuclear  policy  was 
being  presented  as  an  objective 
rather  than  a feet  of  life. 


Then  last  week  came  the 
amplification  of  Labour’s  position 
on  cruise,  ironically  agreed  be- 
tween Kinnock,  Derail  Davies, 
shadow  defence  secretary,  and 
Denis  Healey,  shadow  foreign 
secretary,  but  not  disclosed  before 
James  Callaghan  gave  another 
reminder  of  how  damaging 
Labour’s  defence  differences  can 
be.  The  missiles  can  stay  while  the 
superpowers  are  talking  about  a 
deal  to  remove  intermediate 
fences,  Kinnock  will  ten  Reagan 

Although  Labour  sources  were 
maintaining  with  justification  that 
there  had  been  no  change  in  policy 
and  that  the  position  was  totally 
consistent  with  Labour’s  long-held 
support  for  a zero-zero  option,  the 
spring  in  the  step  of  some  Shadow 
Cabinet  multilateral!  sts  on  the  day 
it  was  disclosed  told  a slightly 
different  story.  If  there  had  been 
no  change  in  policy,  there  had 
been  a big  change  in  the  way  that 
policy  would  be  perceived  at  home 
and  in  Washington. 

None  of  that  will  totally  satisfy 
Reagan,  but  the  changes  in  the 
nuances  of  the  policy,  if  not  the 
policy  itselC  will  be  welcomed  as 
signs  that  Kinnock  would  be 
prepared  to  adjust  his  strat^y  to 
the  realities  of  the  situation  should 
he  win  power. 

Meanwhile  he  is  prepared  this 
week  to  go  on  explaining.  He  will 
attempt  to  persuade  Reagan  that, 
while  he  may  not  be  able  to 
swallow  the  whole  loaf  ofLabour’s 
policy,  there  are  slices  that  should 


be  palatable.  In  Boston  in  Decem- 
ber he  emphasized  that  of  the  135 
US  military  facilities  in  Britain, 
only  a few  will  be  dosed. 

Kinnock  will  clearly  differen- 
tiate between  the  systems  that 
make  up  the  nuclear  defences 
based  in  Britain.  The  submarine- 
based  Polaris  will  go.  If  there  is  no 
arms  agreement  in  right,  further 
deployment  of  cruise  will  be 
stopped  and  "discussions"  will 
take  place  about  the  removal  of 
those  already  here;  if  an  agreement 
is  in  sight,  they  stay  for  the  time 
being.  On  the  Holy  Loch  sub- 
marine base,  Kinnock  will  argue 
that  the  Poseidon  submarines  will' 
be  phased  out  in  any  case  as  the  C4 
and  D5  missiles  enter  sendee. 
Most  difficult  of  all,  Kinnock  will 
say  that  the  Fills  at  Upper 
Hcyford  and  Lakenbeath  should 
have  conventional  roles  only.  IBs 
case  will  be  that  holding  them 
back  for  use  la  a nuclear  war 
would  mean  that  they  could  not  be‘ 
used  in  a conventional  role.  But  in 
all  the  talks  about  American 
weapons  the  watchword  will  be 
“no  stopwatch." 

“Discussions”  are  still  not  yet 
“negotiations”  but  there  are  many 
‘ in  the  Labour  hierarchy  who 
believe  tbey  could  be  by  the  time 
foe  election  manifesto  is  written. 

Mistakes  were  made  on  foe  lari 
trip.  Relations  with  the  British 
press  corps  were  poor.  Organiza- 
tion on  the  ground  could  have 
been  improved.  Mayor  Andrew 
Young  let  Kinnock  down  with 
that  first  badly  attended  meeting 
in  Atlanta.  This  time  Kinnock  will 
have  a stronger  private  office  team 
with  him.  His  chief  economic 
adviser,  John  Eatwell,  is  already  in 
America  smoothing  the  arrange- 
ments. A public  relations  firm  has 
arranged  exhaustive  coverage, 
including  coast-to-coast  tele- 
vision. And  this  time  there  will  be 
Denis  Healey. 

The  Americans- have  long  won- 
dered how  a charismatic,  modem 
leader  like  Kinnock  could  have 
taken  on  the  (to  them)  hare- 
brained unilateralist  policies  of  an 
older  Labour  generation.  .The. 
presence  by  his  side  this  week, 
sinking  or  swimming  with  him,  of 
the  old  Atlanticist  will  convince 
Reagan  that  Kinnock  is  in  earnest 


A nation  that 
lives  only 
for  the  future 


In  the  second  of  our  occasional  series  on  politicians  and  the  influence 
of  history,  Zbigniew  Brzezinski  assesses  recent  American  presidents 

The  role  of  history  in 
statecraft  is  not  only  a 
matter  of  the  statesman’s 
personal  interest  in  the 
subject  itself.  It  is  also  a question 
of  national  consciousness.  A 
people's  historical  consciousness 
shapes  political  attitudes,  helps  to 
define  national  priorities,  and 
contributes  to  constancy  in  the 
exercise  of  national  power.  A 
nation  motivated  by  a collective 
memory  is  often  intractable  but 
also  more  predictable;  occa- 
sionally vengeful  but  also  more 
trustworthy;  often  narrowminded 
but  more  capable  of  endurance. 

Because  it  knows  itself  it  does  not 
have  to  rediscover  itself! 

Political  leadership  in  a histori- 
cally conscious  nation  tends  to 
identify  itself  with  the  nation’s 
subconsciously  endowed  personal 
identity.  The  nation  - its  history 
and  geography  — is  thought  of 
almost  as  a person  to  whom  both 
foe  leader  and  foe  citizen  are 
committed  and  with  whom  they 
simultaneously  share  a kind  of 
union.  Typically  foe  name  of  foe 
country  is  invoked  as  if  it  were  a 
person,  beloved,  demanding,  of- 
ten threatened  by  outsiders. 

For  foe  statesman,  the  exercise 
of  power  in  such  a context  requires 
that  he  be  in  step  with  both 
national  history  and,  by  extension, 
national  destiny.  Policy  goals  are 
defined  in  keeping  with  foe  nor- 
mal rhythm  of  foe  nation’s  histori- 
cal experience.  Even  acute  hist- 
orical discontinuities,  such  as 
revolution,  eventually  tend  to 
become  assimilated  into  foe  hid- 
den logic  of  national  history.  They 
dome  to  be  seen  as  phases  of 
renewal.  But  until  that  happens  a 
revolution  in  nationally  conscious 
peoples  tends  also  to  be  extremely 
unsettling,  generating  both  bitter 
struggles  between  alternatives  and 
mutually  exclusive  concepts  of 
what  the  nation  is,  has  been,  and 
should  become.  But  that  conflict, 
too,  is  about  foe  “true"  meaning  of 
national  history. 

To  be  sure,  a 11  nations  are  not 
equally  motivated  by  history  or 
possess  an  equally  developed 
historical  consciousness.  Never- 
theless, it  would  be  difficult  to 
understand  the  intractability  of 
many  contemporary  regional  is- 
sues without  reference  to  history . 

Moreover,  foe  historical  dimen- 
sion is  certainly  evident  in  such 
critical  national  decisions  as  the 
French  determination  to  acquire 
its  own  national  nuclear  deterrent 
or  in  foe  growing  internal  prob- 
lems for  Moscow  over  foe  proper 
relationship  between  the  Russian- 
dominated  political  centre  and  the 
non-Russian  nations  within  foe 
Soviet  Union. 

A historical  consciousness  also 
conditions  both  the  leader  and  his 

S’e  to  accept  the  reality  of 
ct  on  the  global  scene  as 
something  quite  normal.  Hostil- 
ity, competition,  and  prolonged 
contests  for  supremacy  are  aot 
viewed  as  aberrations  but  as  the 
manifestations  of  the  normality  of 
struggle  in  the  human  condition. 

These  general  considerations 
highlight  the  unhistorical  dist- 
inctiveness of  America.  Mnerica 
is  composed  of  a people  united  not 
by  a shared  past  consciously 
perceived,  but  by  a shared 
commitment  to  foe  future. 

.America’s  own  past  is  short,  and 
much  of  its  population  does  not 
identify  itself  emotionally  with 
that  past  To  be  sure,  for  the  South' 
foe  Civil  War  still  has  some 
waning  meaning.  I was  impressed 
in  talking  to  President  Carter  by 
bow  much  that  legacy  still  meant 
to  him,  not  in  foe  sense  of  hatred 
or  bitterness  but  in  the  conscious- 
ness of  a defeat  inflicted  on  a way 
of  life  of  which  his  own  grand- 
father had  been  a part 
For  most  Americans,  however, 
foe  200-year  history  of  foe  United 
States  is  not  a personally  intimate 


engagement  with  the  past  Indeed, 
if  most  Americans  were  deeply 
involved  with  their  personal  na- 
tional pasts,  they  could  not  be 
united,  as  they  are,  as  a people.  It 
is  their  shared  commitment  to  the 
future  that  defines  them  as  Ameri- 
cans. And  that  commitment  is 
reinforced  by  a sense  of  historical 
optimism  about  the  future  and  by 
shared  concepts  of  what  ought  to 
be  foe  proper  relationship  between 
foe  individual  and  foe  society  and 
the  state.  It  is  not  an  accident  that 
history  and  foreign  geography  are 
so  badly  taught  in  most  American 
schools.  Fascination  with  the  past 
is  not  compatible  with  foe  domi- 
nant American  outlook.  Unify 
focused  on  foe  future,  not  derived 
from  an  emotionally  shared  past, 
creates  foe  American  conscious- 
ness, characterized  by  its  rather 
unique  historical  amnesia  and  by 
its  inwardly  focused  future 
orientation. 

This  broader  context  must  be 
taken  into  account  in  addressing 
foe  question:  what  role  has  history 
been  playing  in  foe  thinking  of 
recent  American  leaders? 

My  judgement  must  necessarily 
be  impressionistic.  I think  it  is 
useful  to  differentiate  between 
three  broad  categories  of  historical 
influence:  (1)  the  impact  of 
contemporary  history  on  the  in- 
dividual involved;  (2)  the  actual 
interest  of  the  individual  in  his- 
tory as  a subject  in  itself;  and  (3) 
the  leader’s  direct  personal  experi- 
ence as  part  ofa  learning  process. 


In  foe  first  category,  one  is 
dealing  essentially  with  leaders 
whose  personal  participation  in 
truly  important  events,  or  at  least 
very  close  observation  of  such 
events,  tended  to  shape  their 
outlook  on  world  affairs.  One 
might  quite  easily  place  in  this 
category  President  Eisenhower 
and  President  Kennedy,  though 
obviously  the  level  of  personal 
experience  differed  a great  deal 
from  one  to  the  other. 

Nonetheless,  the  central- 
ity of  the  wartime 
experience  in  shaping 
President  Eisenhower's 
outlook  on  foe  world 'is  quite 
obvious,  and  conditioned  a great 
deal  of  his  attitude  towards 
Europe,  particularly  Nato.  Eisen- 
hower's interest  in  arms  control 
was  also  derivative  of  that  trau- 
matic experience.  President 
Kennedy's  “heroic"  style  was 
probably  very  much  influenced  by 
his  admiration  for  ChurchilL 
In  foe  second  category,  one 
would  be  entitled  to  place  Presi- 
dent Truman  and,  to  some  extent, 
President  Carter.  President  Tru- 
man had  a deep  personal  interest 
in  history  as  a subject.  He  was  an 
avid  reader  of  Plutarch’s  lives. 
One  senses  in  his  approach  to 
decision  making  a profound  re- 
spect for  the  institution  of  the 
presidency  and  a historically 
grounded  awareness  of  what  is 
meant  by  responsibility  for  the 
national  commonwealth.  Presi-

dent  Garter  was  intensely  in- 
terested in  learning  about  the 
regions  or  countries  with  which  be 
bad  to  deal  He  appreciated  his- 
tory as  part  of  that  learning 
process,  but  it  has  to  be  admitted 
that  in  many  cases  such  historical 
self-education  came  late,  coincid- 
ing with  his  stewardship  of  office. 
Though  possessing  the  keenest  of 
intellects  and  an  extraordinarily 
inquisitive  mind,  his  pre-presid- 
ential  intellectual  focus  was  not 
directed  at  history  as  such,  andhe 
thus  did  not  approach  policy 
issues  with  a historical  perspective 
in  mind. 

President  Nixon  is  an  excellent 
example  of  the  third  category. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  his  service 
as  vice-president,  his  frequent 

selfeducation  in  worid^alfeiis 
during  the  1960s  gave  him  a keen 
understanding  of  global  dynamics, 
grounded  in  wideranging  familiar- 
ity with  contemporary  affaire.  He 
displayed  an  instinctive  strategic 
grasp  of  central  issues,  and  that,  at 
least  to  some  extent,  had  to 
include  either  an  intuitive  or  an 
acquired  historical  feel  for  the 
countries  concerned. 

To  be  sure,  none  of  the  Ameri- 
can presidents  in  recent  yean  can 
be  said  to  have  shared  some  of  the 
deeper  historical  motivations  and 
perceptions  derived  from  being 
part  of  a nation  that  is  itself 
historically  self-conscious.  The  ab- 
sence of  this  deeper  dimension 
does  explain  in  part  why  Ameri- 
can policy  has  tended  to  oscillate 
from  expectations  of  a wide- 
ranging  detente  with  the  Soviet 
Union  to  widespread  apprehen- 
sions regarding  the  renewal  of  the 
Cold  War.  The  absence  of  the 
historical  dimension  was  the  root  ■ 
cause  of  foe  tempting  thought  that' 
the  Soviet  leaders  shared  with 
American  presidents  the  same 
global  concerns  and  a similar 
desire  to  terminate  the  rivalry 
between  the  United  States  and  foe 
Soviet  Union.  Historical  amnesia 
also  helps  to  explain  why,  at  times, 
America  shifts  from  apocalyptic 
anxieties  to  the  kind  or  Utopian 
escapism  demonstrated  at  the 
Reykjavik  summit 

In  effect _ the  grounding  of . 
national  policy  in  a historically  J 
tegy  has  been  un- 
to most  American  lead- 
ers. It  is  easier,  and  more 
“American",  to  base  foreign  pol- 
icy cm  idealistic  principles,  univer- 
sal in  scope  and  moralistic  in 
content 1 The  thought  that  an 
effective  national  policy  has  to  be 
derived  from  an  intellectually 
solid  grasp  of  history,  geography, 
and  strategy  is  not  very  palatable 
for  most  of  my  fellow  Americans.

The  real  science 
slackers 


One  reason  for  the  parlous  state  of 
sdence-in  Britain  is  illustrated  in  a 
disturbing  report  just  published  by 
foe  school  inspectors.  It  also 
explains  why  so  many  parents  are 
worried  about  sending  their  chil- 
dren to  state  schools. 

The  inspectors  sat  in  on  200 
science  lessons  involving  more 
than  7,000  pupils,  aged  between 
12  and  14,  at  13  secondary  schools 
.in  inner  London.  They  concluded 
that  1 5 per  cent  of  the  lessons  were 

good,  30  per  cent  satisfactory,  40 
per  cent  less  than  satisfactory  and 
the  rest  “unretievedly  bad".  In 
other  words,  110  of  the  lessons 
were  sub-standard,  a situation 
they  describe  as  “a  matter  for 
concern". 

In  these  circumstances  the  ex- 
cuses usually  trotted  out  by 
teachers'  leaders  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  education  establish- 
ment are:  a shortage  of  qualified 
teachers;  schools  starved  of  re- 
sources; a lade  of  in-service  train- 
ing; not  enough  books  or  equip- 
ment; too  many  pupils  per  class. 

Not  one  of  them  applies  in  this 
case.  The  Inner  London  Educa- 
tion Authority  spends  more  per 
pupil  *han  any ' other  in.  the 
coimtryAoooidiDgfy,  the  inspec- 
tors found  that  nearly  three- 
quarters  of  the  science  teachers 
concerned  were  trained  graduates, 
most  having  qualifications  in 
physics,  chemistry  or  biology. 
Most  science  departments  had  a 
“good  proportion  of  experienced 
staff"  and  the  in-service  training 
on  offer  was  “extensive". 

In  every  schooL  the  provision  of 
science  resources  was  “either  good 
or  excellent";  all  were  well  pro- 
vided with  laboratories,  all  had 
libraries  of  science  books,  .the 
range  and  quality  of  which  in. 
some  cases  was  “outstanding"; 
most  had  access  to  computers  and 
all  had  a sufficient  number  of 
qualified  technicians.  ■ 

More  than  80  per  cent  of  foe 
classes  contained  fewer  than  26 
pnpils;  indeed,  more  than  half  had 
20  or  fewer  — reflecting,  the 
inspectors-  remark,  “the 
favourable  circumstances  in 
which  science  teaching  . takes 
place".  And  yet  “Over  50  percent 
of  foe  lessons  had  some  unsat- 
isfactory features";  or,  to  put  it 
another  way,  around  4,000  pupils 
were  getting  a very  poor,  introduc- 
tion to  science,  w 

There  can  be  no  doubt  .where 
foe  fault  ties:  the  teachers,  quite 


simply,  are  not  doing  their  jobs 
property.  Many  of  them,  it  be- 
comes dear  from  the  report,  are 
bad  teachers;  others  are  plain 
idle.  Some,  the  inspectors  found, 
did  not  prepare  their  lessons,  with 
the  result  that  their  experiments 
went  wrong;  others,  even  though 
they  knew  they  were  being  in- 
spected, showed  little  enthusiasm 
for  their  subject 
Some  teachers  seemed  to  expect 
little  of  their  pupils.  They  did  not 
help  them  with  their  work;  they 
did  not  even  coned  it  when  it  was 
wrong.  “For  example",  the  inspec- 
tors say  of  one  lesson  they 
observed,  “the  method  used  to, 
compare  the  heat  production  of 
two  fuels  was  so  crude  that 
excessively  divergent  results  were 
obtained.” 

“In  one  case  the  difference 
observed  by  one  pair  of  pupils  was 
40  times  that  of  another,  using  foe. 
same  materials.  No  surprise  or 
concern  was  expressed  by  the 
pupils  at  this  variation;  they  had 
low  expectations  of  the  techniques 
used  in  their  science  lessons. 
There  was  no  attempt  to  deter- 
mine the  causes  of  error  " 

'The  inspectors  reserve  :fodr 
severest  criticism  for  the  teaching 
styles  they  observed:  an  over- 
reliance on  work  cards;  tittle  use  of 
the  elaborate  equipment  pro- 
vided; ill-disciptined  and  aimless 
class  discussions;  little  revision  of 
ideas  or  consolidation  of  work;  too 
thtle  emphasis  on  developing 
scientific  skills;  pupils  rarefy  given 
a chance  to  suggest . or  plan 
experiments;  no  attempt  made  to 
relate  science  to  the  children's 
drily  lives;  too  little  allowance 
made  for  the  spread  of  ability  m 
the  riNf. 

/ The  inspectors  do  not  take  tong, 
to  describe  the  consequences,  of 
this  appalling  litany:  “In  almost 
half  of  the  schools  interest  in 
srience  declined,  in  some  cases  as 
early  as  during  the  first  year,  and 
certainly  by  foe  time,  pupils  had 
reached  their  third  year1.  The 
inspectors  add  that  in  nearly  afl 
the  schools  they  visited,  the 
proportion  of  children  opting  to 
study  science  after  the  age  of  14 
was  below  the  national  average, 
"sometimes  substantially  so". 

The  ILEA  is  sending  a copy  of 
foe  report  to  -the  head  teachers  of 
all  its  secondary  schools  and  tothe 
head  of  every  science  department 
It  deserves  a very  much  wider 
circulation  than  that.

New  York ; 

On  one  day  every  year  many'New 
Yorkers  decide  that  it’s  prudent  to 
stay  indoors  and  communicate 
onfy  by  telephone... Unlike  foe 
Children  of  Israel  in  Pharaoh's 
Egypt,  tbey  are  not  leaving  foe 
.streets  outside  to  the  Angel  of 
Death  but  to  the  somewhat  less ' 
steady  progress  of  the  annual  St 
Patrick's  Day  parade. 

More,  than  100,000  marchers 
took  part  in  last  Tuesday's  event, 
watched  by  a million  spectators. 
There  .was  tittle  of  foe  aksohol- 
mduced  rowdyism  evident  in 
some  recent  parades,  but  it  was 
still  a great  day  for  Manhattan's 
innumerable  Irish  bars.  As  night 
fell  and  foe  Empire  State  Building 
was  bathed  in  its  special  green  St 
Patrick's  Day  - floodlights,  the 
city’s  traffic  was  still  hopelessly 
jammed. 

These  Irish  bars  are  one  of  the 
few  signs  that  New  York  was  once 
effectively  an  Irish  city.  The  Irish 
are  still  an  important  voting  bloc 
but  now  comprise  only  about  6 per 
cent  of  New  York  State's  popula- 
tion. By  comparison,  Italians . 
make  up  about  II  per  cent  and 
wield  much  more  political  power. 
Many  old  Irish  neighbourhoods 
have  long  since  become  black  or 
Hispanic,  although  the  Irish 
Republic’s  recent  economic  trou- 
bles have  produced  a new  transfu- 
sion of  immigrants  that  is  reviving 
some  fading  districts: 

The  tradition  of  the  parade, 
however,  is  remarkably  tenacious. 
One  Wall  Streeter  Iknow  marched  - 
with,  some  80  members  of  his 
family  under  foe  banner  of  the  - 
Irish  county  from  which  his 
forbears  emigrated  five  genera- 
tions ago.  Then  they  all  went  back 
to  the  suburbs.  Moreover,  all 
Americans  adore  parades,  and  St 
Patrick’s  Day  in  New  York  has 
become  remarkably  ecumenical. 
The  leaders  of  this  year's  parade 
were  New  York’s  mayor  and 
police  chief  — Jewish  and  black 
respectively.  The  cafeteria  in  one 
Wall  Street  firm  served  green 
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Similar  ‘ subtle  changes  are 
apparent  in  foe  overall  position  of 
the  Irish  in  America,  Simply  put, 
more  than  a century  after  the  start 
of  the  great  exodus  from  Ireland, 
its  descendants  are  finally 
assimilating  to  the  Yankee  Prot- 
estant culture  they  found  on 
arriving  here. 

One  obvious  indicator  is  the 
remarkable  presence  of  Irish 
names  that  have  appeared  in  the 
Reagan  administration.  They  in- 
clude the  president  himself,  a chief 
otstaffi  Don  Regan;  a secretary  of 
state,  Alexander  Haig;  a labour 
secretary,  Ray  Donovan;  a 
com  munications  director,  Pat  Bu- 
chanan — and,  perhaps,  an  ' en- 
trepreneurial White  House  aidt 
Oliver  North. 

The  Republican  Party  is  still 
often  dismissed  as  the  party  of 
small-town  Wasps  - white  Anglo- 
Saxon  Protestants.  Butin  fact  this ' 
growing  Irish  affinity  for  It  has 
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been  going  on  for  years.  As  eariy  as 
the  1960  election,  for  example, 
only  the . votes  of  the.  Jewish 
medical  students  prevented  the 
campus  poll  at  Jesuit-run 
Fdrdham  University  in  New  York 
from  being  carried  by  the  Repub- 
lican candidate,  Richard  Nixon  — 
although  his  Democratic  oppo- 
nent was  the  man  who  would  be 
foe  first  Irish  Catholic  president. 
John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy. ' 

No  doubt,  to  some  extent,  this 
reflects  socio-economic  status. 
The  average  income  of  Ixishr 
Americans  is  actually  higher  than 
that  ofWasps,  many  of  whom  five 
in  rural  poverty  in  the  South. 

. There  are  many  powerful  Irish  law 
firms  and  investment  banks  in 
New  York,  including  Don  Regan’s, 
old.  employer,  Merrill  Lynch,  foe 
largest  stockbroker  in  foie  country. 

Income  alone,  however,  is  not  a 
decisive  guide  to  American  poli- 
tics. The  Jews  are  certainly  wealth- 
ier  than  the  Irish,  but  they  remain 
overwhelmingly  TiberaL  Under- 
lying this  American  form  of  Irish 
Republicanism  is  a significant 
convergence  of  values.  At  a basic 
level,  this  means  that  foe  Irish  and 
the  Wasps  agree  oh  foe  Reagan 
election  themes  of  work  and 
family,  however  trite  they  may 
seem  to  pundits.  At ' a more 
sophisticated  level,  foe  single  most 
important  leader  in  American- 
conservatism's  intellectual  revival 
since  the  1950s  has  been  an  Irish 
Catholic,  William  F.  Buckley,  edi- 
tor of  National  Review  magazine. 

The  British  are  accustomed  to 
thinking  of  the  Irish  as  left-wing 
because  that  is  where  Irish  politi- 
cal energies  in  Britain  have  gen- 
erally been  directed.  The  Amer- 
ican experience  suggests  that  this  ' 
is  an  accident  of  history.  Once  the 
alienating  effect  of  the  argument 
oyer  Ireland's  institutions  is  re- 
moved, foe  two  traditions  can 
view-each  other  in  a wider  context. 
And  they  find  they  are  fim- 
damen  tally  compatible. 

This,  of  course,  is  also  indicated 
by  the  curious  paradox  that  large 
numbers  of  Irish  citizens  five  in 
Britain,  vote  in  British  elections 
and  serve  in  Irish  Catholic  regi- 
ments to  .the  British  Army.  This 
compatibility  was  demonstrated 
in  foe  1918  general  election  when, 
a majority  of  Irish  voters  sup- 
ported foe  moderate  .devolu- 
tionary political  tradition  that  had 
succeeded  in  getting  a Home  Rule 
bill  passed  on  the  eve  of  foe  First 
World  War.  But  the  first-past-foe* 
post  voting  system  resulted  In 
victory  for  foe  radical  nationalists. 

Today’s  Irish  Republic  is  foe 
radical  .nationalists’  creation.  But 
federation  with  foe  rest  of  foe 
British  Isles  would  more  ac- 
curately reflect  Irish  cultural  re- 
ality. The  failure  to  achieve  it  is 
part  of  a classical  tragedy,  of  which 
the  current  effort  to  coerce 
Ulster’s  Protestants  to  Dublin's 
rale  is  merely  foe  latest,  but  not 

foe  least  disgraceful,  stage.

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THE  CASE  AGAINST  BAIL 


The  public  outcry  which  fol- 
lowed the  vicious  iallmg  QfPC 
Keith  Blakelock  during  the 
rioting  at  Broadwater  Farm  17 
months  ago  has  been  revived 
and  redoubled  with  the  disclo- 
sure that  the  man  convicted  of 
leading  the  attack  was  at  the 
time  on  bad,  awaiting  trial  for 
another  killing.  Inevitably,  an- 
ger is  now  being  directed  both 
against  the  judge  who  granted 
Winston  Silcott  bail  - and 
against  the  1976  Bail  Act  itself 
under  which  he  was  .acting. 

The  judge  who  heard 
Silcott’s  application  for  bail, 
Mr  Robert  Lymbery  QC,  has 
defended  bis  decision  stoutly. 
He  insists  that  he  followed  the 
law  and  did  nothing  wrong.  He 
maintains,  further,  that  hedid 
not  know  he  was  dealing  with 
someone  who  had  already 
been  acquitted  of  murder  and, 
indeed,  that  it  would  have 
been  wrong  for  this  feet  to 
have  been  made  known  to 
him.  He  is  saying,  in  essence, 
that  the  Silcott  with  whom  he 
was  presented  was  not  the 
hardened  killer  the  court  has 
now  proved  him  to  be. 

Now  judges  are  as  entitled  to 
err  on  the  side  of  caution  as 
anyone  else.  The  very  qualities 
of  discernment  and  judicious- 
ness which  qualify  them  to  be 
judges  are  likely  to  predispose 
them  in  this  direction,  and  that 
is  all  to  the  good.  Yet  because 
Judge  Lymbery' s decision  now 
appears,  in  retrospect,  to  have 
been  , faulty  and  because  he 
insists  that  there  was  legal 
justification  for  his  action,  it 
does  not  necessarily  follow- 
that  the  Bail  Act  itself  is 
defective. 

On  the  contrary,  there  is 
nothing  in  the  Act  that  would 
have  prevented  Judge 
Lymbery  from  refusing  bail  if 
that  was  his  judgemenL’Much 
as  a trial  proceeds  foam  the 
assumption  that  the  accused  is 
innocent  until  proved  guilty, 
the  Bail  Act  proceeds  from  the 
assumption  that  the  applicant 


should  be  granted,  bail  unless 
there  are  compelling  reasons 
for  refosal  But  among  those 
reasons  are  several  that  could 
have  been  invoked  in  Silcott’s 
.case.'  V '- 

' A judge  may  refuse  ban  if  he . 
has  substantial  grounds  for 
believing  that  the  accused 
would  .fell  to  surrender-  to 
custody.  Judge  Lymbery  says 
he.  had  no  such  grounds.  Bat 
bail  may  also  be  refused  if  the 
judge  has  reason  to  believe 
that  the  accused  could  commit 
another  offence  while  os  bail, 
or  if  he.  has  grounds  for 
believing  .that  the  accused 
might  interfere  with  witnesses 
or  try  otherwise  to  obstruct  foe 
course  of  justice.  On  these 
points  Judge  Lymbery  appears 
to  be  on  more  shaky  ground. 

Silcott’s  initial  application 
for  bail  had  been  turned  down 
in  the  magistrates’  court  be- 
cause it  was  reported  that  there 
had  been  as  attempt  to  inter- 
fere ' with  witnesses.  Judge 
Lymbery  can  argue  against  this 
first;,  that  any  attempt  to 
suborn  witnesses  had  been 
made  white  Silcott  was  in 
custody  (so  he  could  not  have 
been  the  culprit),  and,  second, 
that  any  interference  had  al- 
ready taken  place,  so  releasing 
Silcott  would  make  no~  dif- 
ference. The  suspicion  that 
witnesses  might  be  intimi- 
dated did,  nevertheless,  exist 

There  was  also  the  question, 
of  Silcott’s  criminal  record. 
While  the  judge  would  not 
have  been  aware  of  the  earlier 
murder  charge  (Szlcott’s 
acquittal  meant  that  it  would 
not  have  appeared  on  his 
record),  he  would  have  had 
information  about  his  pre- 
vious convictions.  These  in- 
cluded burglary,  breach  of 
probation,  possessing  an  offen- 
sive weapon  and  malicious 
wounding — a steady  sequence 
of  crime  over  a period  of  eight 
years.  A record  of  this  nature 
may  be  no  novelty  to  a bail 
judge;  it  should  none  the  less 


suggest  a criminal  liable  to 
offendwhile  on  baiL  • 

Judge  Lymbery  has  argued 

That,  in  ipalciTig  tfaedccision  to 

free  Silcott,  he  took  into 
account  — as  he  is  required  to 
do  under  the  Bail  Act  -r  the 
settled  femily  circumstances  of 
the  accused  and  the  con- 
sequent unlikelihood  of  his 
absconding.  Such  “commu- 
nity ties”  as  they  are  termed  in 
the  Act,  however,  can  be  set 
against  the  seriousness  of  the 
crime.  Where  the  charge  is 
murder,  judges  tend  to  refuse 
bail  nine  times  out  of  ten. 
Silcott  was  therefore  some- 
thing of  an  exception. 

The  jadgefeced  a difficult 
choice.  He  had  to  weigh 
Silcotf s apparently  stable 
background  against  his  record. 
He  had  to  weigh  the  possibility 
that  witnesses  had  been,  or 
would  be,  intimidated  by 
Silcott  against  the  likelihood 
that  he  would  be  acquitted  fin- 
lack  of  evidence  (whether  as  a 
result  of  intimidation  or  not). 
And  he  might  have  chosen  to 
consider  the  effect  on  Silcon's 
stature  as  a gang  leader  at 
Broadwater  Farm  if  he  was 
detained  for  months  before  a 
trial,  only  to  be  acquitted: 

It  now  transpires  that  the 
police,  who  vehemently  op- 
posed Silcott’s  application  for 
bail,  were  right  and  Judge 
Lymbery  was  wrong.  He  may 
have  been  too'  inclined  to  give 
the  accused  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt  or  too  receptive  to  the 
arguments  of  a barrister.  Ei- 
ther way,  it  was  a grievous 
error  and  one  which  had  tragic 
consequences. 

But  it  was  an  error  of 
judgement,  not  of  the  law.  The 
Bail  Act  stands;  and  if  the 
precedent  of  Winston  Silcott. 
means  that  bail  decisions  are 
weighed  more  carefully  in 
future,  the  consequences  of 
Judge  Lymbery’s  misjudge- 
ment may  not  have  been 'all- 
negative. 


THE  DEMISE  OF  MONETARISM 

The . Budget  dedsioa  byv  the  Saxon  countries  and'tlte  EMS  - happy  with ^the  ex^ange  rate 

rapidly  emerged  as  the  pri- 


Chancelior,  Mr  Nigel  Lawson, 
to  stop  setting  targets  for  the 
broad  measure  of  the  money 
supply,  sterling  M3,  draws  a 
chapter  of  Britain’s  monetary 
history  to.  a dose.  In  its' place 
exchange  rate  policy  must  bear 
a hea  vier  burden — indeed,  itis 
already  doing  so.  It  begins  to 
look  as  though  Britain  may 
become  a member  of  the 
European  Monetary  System  de 
facto  before  it  becomes  a 
member  dejure. 

For  25  years  after  the  war, 
monetary  discipline  was  sup- 
plied by  the  fixed  exchange 
rate  regime  set  up  at  Bratton 
Woods.  Britain’s  monetary 
policy  was  linked  to  that  of  the 
US  via  the  dollar-steriing  ex- 
change rate,  and  the  degree  of 
. fiscal  expansion  and  the  level 
.of  interest  rates  were  largely 
determined  by  the  need  to 
“defend  the  pound”.  That  all 
vanished  when  sterling  was 
allowed  to  float  freely  against 
other  currencies  in  the  early 
1970s.  A period  of  dtastrous 
fiscal  and  monetary  indisci- 
pline began,  culminating  in  the 
arrival  of  the  International 
Monetary  Fund.  . 

Britain,  in  common  with 
many  other  countries,  then 
embarked  on  a policy  of 
setting  targets  for  the  money 
supply.  Apart  from  Germany 
and  Switzerland,  continental 
countries  have  never,  taken 
these  as  seriously  as  the  Anglo- 


mary  discipline  in  Europe.  But 
in  other  countries  the  use  of 
monetary  targets  continues  de- ' 
spite  manifest  difficulties 
which  have  not  only  obliged 
Britain  to  drop  its  target  for 
broad  money  but  also  the  US 
.its  narrow  Mt  target 
Tn  its  latest  formulation  of 
monetary  policy  the  Gov- 
ernment says  that  “monetary., 
conditions  are  assessed  in  the 
light  of  movements  in  narrow 
and  broad  money,  and  the 
behaviour  -of  other  financial 
indicators,  in  particular  the 
exchange  rate.”  Of  these  fac- 
tors, the  one  which  moves  the 
policy  levers  most  directly  is 
the  exchange  rate.  No  explicit 
target  range  has  been  set  for 
sterling  — and,  without  the 
resources  of  other  EMS  mem- 
bers to  help  defend  a rate,  this 
is  probably  wise.  But  it  is  not 
difficult  to  define  the  broad 
liinifs  of  an  implicit  target 
range. 

Alter  the  meeting  of  foe 
Group  of  Seven,  minus  Italy, 
in  Paris  last  month  Mr  Lawson 
said  that  he  did  not  want  to  see 
any  further  feH  in  sterling,  nor 
did  he  want  to  see  a substantial 
rise.  The  pound  was  then 
trading  at  $1.5283,  Dm2.79l4 
and  69.1  in  terms  of  foe  Bank 
of  England's  exchange  rate 
index.  The  day  after  the  Bud- 
get earlier  this  week  the  Chan- 
cellor said  that  he  was  quite 


where  it  was  and  indicated  that 
his  views  on  foe  appropriate 
rate  were  now  “less  lopsided” 
— in  other  words  he  was 
content  to  see  no  further  rise, 
substantial  or  otherwise. 

The  pound  closed  on 
Wednesday  at  $1.6076, 
Dm2.9543  and  72.6.  This 
seems  to  indicate  that  foe  level 
sterling  has  traded  at  since  the 
Budget,  broadly  in  foe  area  72- 
72.5,  may  be  Mr  Lawson’s 
preferred  central  rate  in  a 
range  stretching  from  about  69 
to  76. 

No  doubt  this  range  is  not 
very  precise,  even  in  the  minds 
of  foe  Treasury  and  the  Bank 
of  England.  And  it  is  wider 
than  would  be  tolerated  within 
the  formal  confines,  of  the 
EMS.  But  the  need  to  keep 
within  foe  framework  implied 
by  foe  Paris  communique, 
which  called  for  a period  of 
stability  in  exchange  rales,  is 
not  a bad  substitute  for  EMS 
membership. 

By  abandoning  the  sterling 
M3  target  the  Government  has 
substituted  an  implicit 
commitment  for  an  explicit 
target.  At  the  same  time, 
however,  it  has  distinguished 
more  clearly  between  its 
monetary  policy  and  fiscal 
policy.  This  does  not  solve  foe 
monetary  problem,  but  it  at 
least  makes  for-  greater 
transparency  in  fiscal  policy.

Protection  of  mentally  handicapped 


From  Mr  Michael  G.  Baron 
Sir,  Your  leader  (March  18),  in  its 
reference  to  the  absence  of  an 
adult  guardian  for  the  mentally 
handicapped  in  our  legal  system, 
apart  from  the  narrow  dans  of 
guardians  defined  in  section  8 of 
the  1983  Mental  Health  Act,  is 
timely.  Care  in  the  community 
means  that  the  handicapped  who 
either  cannot  make  derisions  or 
can  only  make  flawed  decisions 
are.  as  you  say,  “legally  vul- 
nerable". 

Medical  treatment  is  only  one 

^toappedT^her,  no  tess^im- 
portant  aspects,  are  “where  to 
live"  “whom  to  live  with",  “how 
not  to  be  exploited",  “where  to get 
treatment  for  specific  problems", 
“bow  to  obtain  and  keep 
employment”,  and  so  on. 

The  rights  of  representation 
contained  in  the  Disabled  Persons 
Act  1986  (an  Act  without  the 
resources  to  implement  it)  and 
advocacy  schemes  are  surely  not 
enough.  These  may  be  relatively 
inexpensive  to  administer  but  rely 
too  heavily  on  volunteers.  Neither 
Act  nor  advocacy  schemes  meet 
all  the  needs  of  those  who  need 
protection.  Dependent  aduhs  — 
for  that  is  what  they  are  — must 
have  others,  other  permanently  or 
temporarily,  to  make  derisions  for 
them.  Thai  requires  a court-based 
system. 

France  has  had  legally  con- 
stituted guardianship  associations 
since  1968;  some  13  US  States 


have  public  guardianship  statutes; 
Alberta  has  had  a Dependent 
Aduhs  An  since  1978  and,  with  a 
population  of  2^00,000,  had  some 
6£l6  guardianship  orders  in  exis- 
tence id  1985.  Victoria  (Australia) 
passed  legislation  fora  Guardian- 
ship Board  in  1985.  Some  Euro- 
pean countries  use  the  device  of 
the  extended  minority  to  continue 
parental  powers,  so  that  parents 
have  rights  in  respect  of  their 
dependent  adults. 

Here,  we  have  the  Court  of 
Protection  with  powers  limited  to 
property  and  money  and  matters 
linked  thereto,  and  the  1983 
Mental  Health  Act  from  whose 
limited  guardianship  provisions 
most  menially  handicapped  peo- 
ple  arc  excluded. 

Is  it  not  time,  then,  giving  more 
than  a backward  glance  to  the 
1971  United  Nations  declaration 
on  lbe  rights  of  mentally  retarded 
persons,  that  those  concerned  to 
shield  the  vulnerable  without 
depriving  them  of  their  inherent 
rights  came  together  to  see 
whether,  and  if  so  how,  guardians 
for  the  dependent  adults  should  be 
appointed.

Aids  in  prisons 

From  the  Director  of  the  Prison 
Maiical  Service 

Sir,  Your  Home  Affairs  Corres- 
pondent reports  (March  18)  that 
the  Wandsworth  firison  board  of 
■ visitors’  report  suggests 

that  no  measures  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  foe  Aids 
virus  HIV  (human  immuno- 
deficiency virus)  in  prisons. 

This  is  not  correct.  A high 
priority  is  being  given  to  pre- 
ventive measures  and  I should 
stress  that  there  is  no  current 
evidence  of  spread  of  HIV  within 
the  prison  system. 

The  problems  associated  with 
foe  Aids  virus  in  foe  prison 
community  have  been  recognised 
for  some  time.  Guidance  to  prison 
governors  and  medical  officers 
about  Aids  and  the  management 
of  individual  cases  was  first  issued 
in  February,  1985;  this  has  been 
updated  as  and  when  more 
information  about  the  virus  has 
become  known. 

The  Prison  Department's  strat- 
egy includes  medical  inquiry  and 
examination  at  the  reception 
stage,  counselling  of  individual 
prisoners,  educational  measures 
directed  at  all  prisoners,  and 
precautionary  regime  restrictions 
for  prisoners  identified  as  HIV 
antibody  positive.  AH  inmates 
have  been  given  the  leaflet  issued 
to  members  of  foe  public.

Natural  spelling 

From  Professor  G.  R.  Sampson 
Sir,  Lora  Simon  of  Glaisdale's 
advocacy  of  simplified  spelling 
(report,  March  5;  letter,  March  11) 
is  based  on  an  axiom  which,  while 
natural,  is  hard  to  defend  scientifi- 
cally. There  is  a considerable 
weight  of  psychological  evidence 
suggesting  that  what  makes  a 
script  easy  to  read  has  to  do  with 
visual  distinctiveness  of  words 
rather  than  with  regularity  of 
sound/letter  correspondences. 

From  that  point  of  view  foe 
irrationality  of  English  spelling 
has  real  advantages.  A survey  by 
the  Adult  Literacy  and  Basic  Skills 
Unit  can  be  taken  to  imply  that 
adult  illiteracy  in  Britain  is  largely 
a matter  oflack  of  motivation.  It  is 
notable  that  Japan,  with  an 
orthography  incomparably  more 
complex  than  our  own.  has  one  of 
foe  highest  literacy  rates  in  foe 
world.

London  traffic  flow 

From  Mr  Jeremy  Hawkdey 
Sir,  Dr  Martin  Mogridge’s  thesis 
(March  9)  that  road-building  m 
London  would  reduce  speeds  flies 
in  foe  fees  of  the  experience  of 
many  other  Western  conurbations 
which  have  accommodated  vast 
increases  in  traffic,  and  separated 
that  traffic  from  sensitive  local 
environments,  by  building  a net- 
work of  modern  roads. 

His  idea  that  there  is  an 
“equilibrium"  in  door-to-door 
journey  times  by  car  and  train  in 
London  rests  upon  foe  assump- 
tion that  foe  commuter  to 
inner/ceiural  London  is  faced  with 


foe  option  of  either  driving  by  car 
or  taking  foe  train.  In  reality,  for 
xnost  commuters  either  the  car  or 
train  achieves  a fester  door-io- 
door  journey  time,  generally 
depending  upon  how  close  is  foe 
home  and  foe  office  to  a railway 
station. 

Average  traffic  speeds  have 
certainly  fallen,  especially  for 
roads  in  foe  sprawling  inner  city 
areas  which  surround  foe  central 
core. 

This  decline  of  speed  was 
gradual  bat  continuous  in  the  15 
years  1968-83,  with  only  a slight 
upward  movement,  which  was 
soon  corrected,  following  foe  ofl 


price  increase  of  1974.  In  this 
period  there  was  a 25  per  cent 
increase  in  car  traffic  in  London, 
which  largely  explains  the  fell  in 
average  speeds. 

It  is  partly  because  of  (his  that 
the  Department  of  Transport  have 
commissioned  consultants  to 
study  four  road  corridors  of 
London,  mainly  located  in  foe 
inner  London  boroughs.

MR.  HOLMAN  HUNT’S  . 
“LIGHT  OF  THE  WORLD.” 

There  are  not  many  examples  m 
history  — indeed  it  would  be 
difficult  to  point  to  one  — of  an 
artist  who,  having  painted  a mas- 
terpiece, has  gone  on  living  for  50 
years  and  has  then  deliberately  and 
successfully  repeated  it.  Yet  this  is 
the  achievement  of  Mr,  Holman 
Hunt,  and  this  morning  the  public 
are  invited  to  the  rooms  of  the  Fine 
Art  Society  is  New  Bond  Street  to 
see  tbe  result  In  1854,  at  the  Royal 
Academy.  Mr.  Hunt  exhibited 
"The  Light  of  the  World",  a picture 
painted  during  tbe  three  previous 
years,  when  be  was  not  much  more 
than  20  years  of  age.  A few  elderly 
people  yet  remembered  the  sensa- 
tion which  the  picture  caused,  the 
disputes  which  raged  around  it.  To 
many  it  was  as  heterodox  in 
religious  meaning  as  in  artistic 
method;  in  both  ways  it  proceeded 
upon  a new  convention,  and  it  met. 
at  the  hands  of  the  multitude,  with 
the  reception  that  anything  toe 
original  is  bound  to  expect.  But  to 
tbe  few  it  seemed  a great  and 
striking  thing,  the  thing  that  they 
had  been  waiting  far  in  religious 
art;  and  their  vague  feeling  found 
utterance  in  tbe  eloquent  words  of 
John  Ruskin.  In  a letter  to  The 
Times,  published  while  the  picture 
was  on  exhibition,  Ruskin  ex- 
plained its  symbolism,  glorified  its 
technical  perfections,  and  pro- 
nounced it  “one  of  the  very  noblest 
works  of  sacred  art  ever  produced 
in  this  or  any  other  age."  The 
thinking  portion  of  tbe  world  was 
easily  converted,  for  foe  real  battle 
of  Pre-Raphaelitism  had  already 
been  fought  ami  won,  and  not  even 
those  who  disliked  this  picture 
dared  to  apply  to  it  the  language 
that  they  had  used  a few  years 
earlier  of  Millais's  “Christ  in  the 
House  of  His  Parents."  It  is 
scarcely  necessary  to  remind  the 
reader  of  foe  prodigious  success 
which  soon  came  to  attend  “The 
Light  of  the  World,"  or  of  the  vast 
circulation  attained,  during  the  20 
years  that  followed,  by  engravings 
and  photographs  of  it.  But  the 
curious  history  of  the  picture  itself 
must  be  referred  to,  because  it 
explains  the  origin  of  the  enlarged 
and  very  interesting  replica  whch 
Mr.  Holman  Hunt  has  now  paint- 
ed. It  was  Mr.  Combe,  of  Oxford, 
who  bought  “The  Light  of  the 
World,"  and  during  his  life  it  hung- 
in  his  house,  in  company  with 
marry  others  of  the  finest  works  of 
the  young  Brotherhood.  At  his 
death,  more  than  20  years  ago,  his 
widow  presented  it  to  Keble  Coll- 
ege, an  institution  with  which  she 
was  in  profound  theological  sym- 
pathy. But  Keble  College  did  not 
treat  the  picture  as  Mr.  Holman 
Hunt  wished,  or  apparently  as  Mrs. 
Combe  wished  — a little  story 
which  is  told  in  some  detail  in  the 
Note  issued  by  foe  Fh**  An 
Society,  apparently  with  Mr. 
Hunt's  authority.  So  the  veteran 
artist  boldly  determined  to  paint 
the  subject  over  again;  which,  of 
course,  as  be  had  apparently  not 
parted  with  the  copyright  in  bifi 
own  picture,  he  was  quite  at  liberty 
to  do.  And  here  the  new  version  is 

— life  size,  twice  as  large  as  the  old 
one,  and,  we  are  glad  to  find, 
almost,  if  not  quite,  as  finely 
painted  as  that,  though  the  in- 
creased scale  has  made  it  necessary 
to  use  a larger  brush  and  to  adopt  a 
broader  style  of  handling.  The 
numerous  slight  alterations  ip 
matters  of  detail  will  interest  tbe 
curious;  they  may  be  seen  by  a 
comparison  of  the  picture  with  the 
print  of  its  predecessor  hanging  in 
foe  room.  Certain  changes  in  tbe 
folds  of  the  robe,  in  the  grass  of  the 
foreground,  &c,  may  be  noted;  and 
there  is  one  strange  addition, 
which  the  artist  seems  to  hav£ 
made  as  a rebuke  to  the  Keble 
authorities,  who  are  suspected  of 
thinking  the  original  picture  too 
liberal  in  meaning.  On  the  new 
lantern  you  may  see  painted  the 
crescent  and  foe  star,  as  though  to 
show  that,  in  the  painter's  thought, 
the  Divine  message  is  for  all  the 
world  — for  Mahomedan  as  for 
Christian. 

Not  the  least  interesting  fact 
with  regard  to  this  new  and  very 
fine  picture  — by  far  the  finest  that 
Mr.  Holman  Hunt  has  painted 
dining  the  last  quarter  of  a century 

— is  its  destination.  It  has  been 
acquired  by  Mr.  Charles  Booth, 
who  intends  to  send  it  on  exhibi- 
tion round  the  Empire,  and  finally 
to  present  it  to  one  of  the  National 
Galleries.  This  is  at  once  a highly 
original  and  most  laudable  way  of 
promoting  Imperial  unity ...

Faith,  hope  and  a fresh  wind 


“Love...hopes  all  things”  (1  Cor,  13).  It 
tries  to  see  the  best  rather  than  the  worst 
and  although  it  cannot  avoid  being 
honest  and  constructively  critical,  it  will 
want  to  encourage  and  applaud  when- 
ever possible. 

Hie  latest  document  of  tbe  Second 
Anglican-Roman  Catholic  Internat- 
ional Commission  (ARCIC  II),  Salva- 
tion and  the  Church,  is  one  which,  I 
believe,  most  evangelicals  in  the  Church 
of  England  will  welcome  with  warmth. 
Thai  the  vital  theme  of  salvation  should 
be  on  the  agenda  of  ecumenical  dis- 
cussion is  an  enormous  joy.  That  tbe 
overall  message  of  the  report  is  of  our 
being  justified  by  faith  deserves  great 
applause.  That  the  studying  of  this 
report  could  bring  a fresh  wind  of 
understanding  to  Anglicans  and  Roman 
Catholics  about  salvation  through 
Christ  is  a ground  of  great  hope. 

It  is  understandable  that  those  who 
are  totally  against  any  idea  of  fellowship 
between  Anglicans  and  Roman  Catho- 
, lies  should  sniff  at  the  report  with  a 
suspicious  Protestant  nose.  Their 
warnings  and  criticisms  should  be 
weighed,  but  their  fault  is  in  allowing 
the  splendid  achievements  of  the  report 
to  be  over-douded  and  even  rendered 
negative  by  their  criticisms. 

.There  are  others  who  come  at  the 
report  with  such  a total  commitment  to 
unity  that  they  will  not  listen  to  any 
criticisms  and  will  want  to  accept  it  as  it 
is.  The  danger  of  this  position  would  be 
to  push  us  to  resolutions  in  synods  that 
will  not  allow  any  adjustments  or 
alterations  but  will  demand  a yes  or  no. 
This  procedure  over  ARCIC  Ts  Final 
Report  caused  unnecessary  tension  and 
deep  heartache  for  many  Anglicans. 

Then  there  are  those  who  do  not  come 
negatively  but  nevertheless  weigh  the 
report  in  its  historical  context.  They  are 
already  asking  questions  on  the 
controversial  matter  of  indulgences,  to 
which  no  reference  is  made  in  the 
report.  They  also  question  whether  the 


earlier  disputes  about  justification  are 
now  to  be  dismissed.  They  are  con- 
cerned to  know  whether  the  report’s 
excellent  statements  about  justification 
are  true  convergence  and  a grasping  of 
biblical  truth,  or  whether  they  are  words 
so  coloured  by  historic  debates  that  they 
are  unlikely  to  survive  the  lest  If  it  is 
the  former,  that  is  a ground  of  hope. . 

Most  evangelicals  will  approach  the 
report  primarily  from  a biblical  stand- 
point with  the  historical  factors  in  the 


as  the  way  of  salvation  and  whether  the 
ground  of  justification  is  declared  as 
Christ  alone,  through  bis  sacrifice  for 
our  sins.  Paragraph  1 is  warmly 
encouraging  when  it  states  that  “above 
all.  it  was  agreed  that  tbe  act  of  God  in 
bringing  salvation  to  the  human  race 
and  summoning  individuals  into  a 
community  to  serve  him  is  due  solely  to 
the  mercy  and  grace  of  God,  mediated 
and  manifested  through  Jesus  Christ  in 
bis  ministry,  atoning  death  and  rising 
again.” 

Does  this  ground  of  salvation  shift 
later  in  the  statement,  in  paragraph  16 
for  instance,  as  some  critics  have 
suggested,  arguing  that  it  makes  inward 
change  also  a “ground  for  justification” 
which  is  un  biblical?  Bui  what  it  states  is 
this:  “God's  declaration  that  we  are 
accepted  because  of  Christ  together  with 
his  gift  of  continued  renewal  by  the 
indwelling  Spirit  _ is  the  ground  of  the 
believer's  nope.”  This  is  indeed  biblical 
We  must  not  confuse  “ground  of 
justification”  with  “ground  of  hope”. 

The  force  of  paragraph  16  entirely 
accords  with,  for  instance,  Romans 
4.25-5.5.  There  justification  is  because 
of  Christ's  death  for  us.  It  is  received  by 
faith.  The  results  are  peace  with  God, 
access  into  this  grace  in  which  we  stand 
and  hope  of  the  glory.  The  ground  of 
that  hope  is  certainly  Christ's  death  and 
resurrection.  But  then  St  Paul  contin- 


ues; the  sufferings  of  life  produce 
endurance,  which  develops  character 
which  “produces  hope”  and  this  hope  is 
a reaiitv  to  us  by  tbe  indwelling  grace  oi 
the  Holy  SpiriL  The  ground  of  our  hope 
is  thus  twofold  and  is  correctly  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  16;  and  it  is  a 
glorious  hope. 

There  wiD  be  various  points  of  query 
or  criticism  that  Evangelicals  will  want 
to  bring  to  the  Commission  in  response 
to  its  gracious  invitation  to  send  in 
comments.  But  these  are  secondary  to 
their  praise  for  the  many  excellent 
statements  in  the  report.  For  instance,  it 
is  not  unusual  to  hear  ministers  mid 
theologians  attack  any  idea  of  Christian 
“assurance”  but  ARCIC  dearly  says 
“Christian  assurance  is  not 
presumptuous”.  That  is  great.  Some 
denigrate  the  concept  of  judgement  but 
ARCIC  speaks  of  justification  as  “a 
divine  declaration  of  acquittal”  and  of 
tbe  love  of  God  “manifested  to  an 
alienated  and  lost  humanity  prior  to  any 
entitlement  on  our  part”.  How  well  this 
captures  Craiuner’s  words  in  his  Hom- 
ily on  Salvation  that  justifying  faith 
must  be  with  “true  repentance,  hope, 
charity,  dread  and  the  fear  of  God”. 

In  recent  years,  the  truth  of  “justifica- 
tion through  Christ  by  faith”  has  been 
minimized,  maligned  and  even 
avoided.  I rejoice  that  ARCIC  win  put  it 
firmly  ax  the  centre  of  discussion  in  the 
synods  and  the  whole  Church.  I hope  it 
will  be  thoroughly  studied  at  ail  levels 
by  the  Church.  As  a senior  evangelical 
said  to  me,  “if  it  really  means  what  it 
says,  it  is  amazing”.  And  if  its  truth  is 
freshly  grasped,  preached  and  shared  in 
the  Church  of  England  and  Roman 
Catholic  churches,  the  results  of  the 
report  could  Ear  exceed  steps  to  unity, 
for  the  results  could  be  that  many  will 
grasp  the  meaning  of  salvation  and  turn 
in  true  faith  to  Jesus  Christ,  the  Saviour 
of  the  World.  And  that  is  a ground  of 
hope. 


OBITUARY 

MR  HAROLD 
ROSENTHAL 
Widening  the  apppeal  of  opera 


Mr  Harold  Rosenthal;  OBE, 
who  died  on  March  1 9,  aged 
69.  will  be  remembered  chiefly 
for  his  long  and  successful 
editorship  of  the  magazine 
Opera.  . 

Associated  with  it;  from  its 
beginnings  in  1948,  he  suc- 
ceeded the  founder,  the  Eari  of 
Hare  wood,  in  1953  .and  re- 
mained editor  until  his  retire- 
ment last  September,  when  he 
was  made  editor  emeritus. 

With  his  efficiency,  .busi- 
ness acumen  and  appreciation 
of  the  tastes  of  the  ordinary 
oper^goer,  he  gave  the  jour- 
nal a secure  standing,  and 
helped  to  encourage  and  in- 
form' the  new  audience  for 
opera  that  grew  in  the  post- 
war yean.  \ 

Originally  a teacher,  Rosen- 
thal began  his  professional 
involvement  in  opera  through 
a correspondence  of  shared 
enthusiasms  with  the  Earl  of 
Harewood. 

His  belief  in  tbe  magazine 
venture  led  him  to  abandon 
teaching,  and  to  his  busy  life 
as  editor  he  soon  added  much 
lecturing,  writing  and 
braodcasling-

It  appears 
that  Costain  has  found  it 
necessary  to  make  provisions 
against  several  contracts, 
impacting  on  last  year’s 
results. 

Whatever  the  final  out- 
come regarding  possible 
write-backs,  the  need  for 
provisions  made  analysts  cut 
their  1986  estimates  from 
about  £68  million  to  between 
£63  million  and  £65  million. 

An  insignificant  adjust- 
ment some  might  say,  but  a 
salutary  reminder  that  com- 
panies with  even  minimal 
exposure  to  the  tough  world 
of  contracting  can  fell  prey  to 
this  type  of  occurrence. 

The  severity  of  the  price 
fell  reflects  the  market’s  sur- 
prise at  Costaia  rather  than 
one  of  foe  other  contractors 
blotting  its  copy  book. 

The  pundits  are  worried 
that  the  strategy  adopted  by 
Costain  in  foe  early  1980s  to 
minimize  its  involvement  in 
traditional  building  and  civil 
engineering  and  invest  in- 
stead in  mining,  house- 
buiding  and  property,  has 
had  a less  stabilizing  effect  on 
group  profits  than  previously 
thought.  Their  worries  are 
overdone  as  the  non-con- 
tracting interests  are  making 
excellent  progress. 

Perhaps  Costain  bad  an 
ulterior  motive  in  drawing 
attention  to  its  problems. 
Indeed,  forecasts  of  its  1986 
profits  were  increasingly  am- 
bitious-some creeping  up  to 
£70  million  — a figure  more 
appropriate  for  1987. 

No  company  likes  to  feu 
short  of  City  expectations 
and  the  need  to  publish 
Australian  results  provided 
an  opportunity  to  redress  foe 
balance. 

. The  irony  is.  however,  that 
since  foe  lax  charge  is  likely 
to  be  lower  than  many  an- 
alysts are  calculating,  any 
downgradings  at  the  pretax 
level  should  be  compensated 
for  at  the  earnings  level 


help  and  Kleinwort  calculates

Elton  opens  the  batting 
for  the  merchant  banks 


The  merchant  banking  peers  are 
marshalling  themselves  in  the 
House  of  Lords  for  a farther 
attempt  to  make  the  world  safe  for 
merchant  banks.  Their  target  is  the 
Banking  Bill  which  comes  up  for 
discussion  again  on  Monday.  Lord 
Elton  — now  a government  backbencher 
and  with  no  formal  connections  with 
accepting  houses — is  leading  the  attack, 
with  the  fall  backing  of  the  Accepting 
Houses  Committee. 

The  amendment  to  the  Bill  put  down 
by  Lord  Elton  would  enable  the  Bank  of 
England  to  disenfranchise  holders  of  5 
percent  or  more  of  a bank's  voting 
capital  whom  it  considers  not  to  be  “fit 
and  proper”  As  the  Bill  stands,  the 
Bank  has  no  powers  until  a shareholder 
reaches  the  magic  15  per  cent 
“controlling*’  stake. 

The  intense  nervousness  of  merchant 
bankers  about  their  vulnerability  is  also 
betrayed  by  a desire  to  settle  an  apparent 
ambiguity  in  the  BilL  Lord  Elton’s 
amendment  would  give  the  Bank  clear 
powers  to  demand  information  directly 
from  the  5 per  cent  shareholder,  not  just 
from  the  bank  whose  shares  he  has 
bought.  This  would  ensure  that  both  the 
supervisor  and  the  bank  involved  got  to 
know  in  more  detail  what  kind  of 
predator  they  are  dealing  with. 

The  concern  was  started  by  the 
unwelcome  buying  first  of  Mercury 


International  shares  by  Mr  Saul 
Steinberg,  an  American  financier.  It 
grew  with  the  accumulation  of  14.7  per 
cent  of  Hill  Samuel  by  Mr  Larry  Adler, 
an  Australian,  and  the  interest  shown  in 
Guinness  Peat  also  by  the  same  Mr 
Adler. 

Merchant  bankers’  are  not  merely 
suffering  from  irrational  nightmares 
about  being  interfered  with  by  for- 
eigners; they  argue  that  unwelcome 
shareholdings  even  as  small  as  five  per 
cent  can  hurt  an  institutions's  business 
in  very  practical  ways,  particularly  the 
bank's  ability  to  attract  deposits  on  the 
interbank  market. 

They  might  equally  argue,  of  course, 
that  tighter  roles  on  bank  shareholdings 
would  simply  bring  Britain  more  into 
line  with  US  and  Japanese  restrictions. 
In  Japan  there  is  a nominal  5 per  cent 
limit  beyond  which  unwelcome  share- 
holdings arc  stamped  on  by  the  central 
authority. 

The  Government  is  unlikely  to  be 
sympathetic,  it  has  already  resisted 
demands  for  an  outright  power  of  veto 
on  foreign  ownership  of  British  banks 
on  the  grounds  that  it  would  be  too 
restrictive  and  ami-competitive.  The 
Bank  of  England  seems  happy  with  its 
powers  as  they  currently  stand  in  the  Bill 
and  is  not  apparently  agitating  fora  veto 
on  five  per  cent  holdings.  Lord  Elton 
and  his  supporters,  inside  and  outside 
the  Lords,  face  an  uphill  struggle. 


The  example  of  Saatchis 


The  Saaichi  brothers  have  shown 
what  is  possible  when  en- 
trepreneurs alight  on  a frag- 
mented industry  with  a vision  of  the 
fattfre  that  distinguishes  the  wood  from 
the  trees.  Their  former  colleague,  Mar- 
tin Sorrell,  appears  so  far  to  be  well  on 
the  way  to  following  suit. 

As  finance  director  of  Saatchi  & 
Saatchi.  Mr  Sorrell  held  a key  position 
in  the  management  team,  making  sure 
that  deal  by  deal,  year  by  year,  the 
financial  numbers  stacked  up  in  a way 
that  satisfied  shareholders  and  paved 
the  way  for  the  next  and  subsequent 
growth  phase.  Now  Mr  Sorrell  and  his 
partner,  the  stockbroker  Mr  Preston 
RabL,  seem  determined  on  a two-man 
reconstruction  of  a neglected  area  of the 
marketing  services  business. 

WPP,  a run-down  engineering  group 
which  has  been  the  vehicle  for  their 
strategy,  has  figured  among  the  best 
performing  shares  in  the  London  stock 
market  WPP  shares  have  gone  from 
around  30p  to  940p  in  two  years.  The 
company  currently  sports  the  highest 
rating  of  any  trading  company  in  the 
'market,  with  WPP  shares  changing 
bands  at  a price  which  represents  over 
60  years’  earnings.  But  such  is  the 
momentum  which  Mr  Sorrell  has  built 
up,  prospectively  the  ratio  drops  to  the 
low  30s. 

After  spells  at  Cambridge  and  Har- 


vard Business  SchooL  alongside  James 
Gulliver  and  then  the  Saatchis,  Mr 
Sorrell  was  well  placed  to  launch  an 
operation  of  his  own.  But  WPP  was 
more  than  just  a conventional  shell 
company  reconstruction.  All  too  often 
these  rely  on  high  hope  value  and  quick- 
fire  acquisitions.  Mr  Sorrell  and  Mr 
Rabl  have  more  to  offer. 

First,  they  appear  to  have  found  a 
fragmented  industry  which  is  a suitable 
case  for  treatment  Second,  Mr  Sorrell’s 
sojourn  at  Saatchi  gave  him  experience 
in  managing  an  extensive  acquisition 
programme  successfully.  Third,  he  has 
devised  a formula  for  structuring  deals 
that  limits  risk  and  effectively  means 
that  acquisitions  are  paid  for  in  some 
measure  out  of  their  own  cash  flow. 

The  territories  marked  out  for  ac- 
quisitions are  areas  such  as  graphics, 
design,  sales  promotion,  incentive 
schemes,  audio-visual  and  specialist 
communication  which  are  growing  at 
between  15  and  40  per  cent  per  annum. 
Sorrell  and  Rabl  have  brought  15 
companies  in  these  fields  into  WPP  over 
the  past  two  years. 

The  deals  are  structured  so  that 
roughly  a half  is  paid  “up-front”  and  the 
rest  on  a profit-related  basis  over  three 
years  or  so.  The  Saatchis  have  backed 
their  colleague  and  currently  own  7 per 
cent  of  WPFs  equity.

Norman  Fowler  this 
week  confirmed  the 
Government's  Budget 
decision  to  bring  forward 
by  three  months  the 
start  of  personal 

pensions. 

PETER  GARTLAND 

explains 

January  4.  1988,  is  now  to  be 
the  start  date  for  personal 
pensions  although  the  orig- 
inally scheduled  start  dace  for 
members  of  an  occupational 
scheme  who  wish  to  opt  out 
remains  at  April  6,  1988.  It 
had  previously  been  expected 
that  personal  pensions  would 
not  be  available  at  all  until 
April  1988. 

This  means  that  from  Janu- 
ary 4,  1988,  a personal  pen- 
sion can  be  used  as  an 
alternative  to  the  State  Earn- 
ings-Related  Pension  Scheme 
(SERPS),  which  in  any  event 
is  being  scaled  down  over  a 
period  of  years.  There  are 
around  10  million  people 
making  contributions  to 
SERPS.  It  also  means  that 
from  April  6,  1988,  a further 
li  million  employed  people 
will  be  able  to  join  or  remain 
in  their  occupational  scheme 
or  take  out  a money  purchase 
personal  pension. 

Norman  Fowler,  the  Social 
Services  Secretary,  was  quick 
to  stress  this  week  that  it  was 
not  government  policy  to 
maximize  transfers  from 
occupational  schemes  to  per- 
sonal pensions.  Occupational 
schemes  would  remain  the 
backbone  of  pension  pro- 
vision. Nevertheless,  the  Gov- 
ernment wanted  to  give 
people  greater  choice. 

So  although  there  would  be 
no  onus  on  employers  to 
disseminate  information 
about  personal  pensions,  Mr 
Fowler  thought  there  would  be 
no  lack  of  information  avail- 
able either  from  Government 
or  from  pension  providers 
themselves. 

He  explained  that  the 
Government’s  decision  to 
bring  forward  by  three  months 
the  personal  pensions  start 
date  for  those  not  already  in  a 
pension  scheme  was  based  on 
providing  people  with  an  ear- 
lier opportunity  to  take 


advantage  of  the  new  choices. 

There  are  also  implications 
in  hard  cash  terms.  It  means 
people  will  be  able  to  get  the 
benefit  of  a minimum  coif 
tribution.  paid  ovct  to  their 
personal  pension  by  the 
DHSS,  for  a full  extra  year. 
The  minimum  contribution 
paid  by  ihe  DHSS  is  based  on 
reduced  National  Insurance 
contributions  for  employees 
who  are  contracted  out  of 
SERPS.  People  who  are  con- 
tracted out  through  a personal 
pension  will  pay  full  rate 
National  Insurance  contribu- 


Members  of  an  occupa- 
tional scheme  who  take  out  a 
personal  pension  from  April  6, 
1988,  will  get  the  incentive  for 
five  years,  provided  they  have 
not  been  in  a contracted-out 
pension  scheme  for  more  than 
two  years. 

Changes  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  additional  vol- 
untary contributions  (AVCs) 
were  also  announced  _ this 
week.  Nigel  Lawson  said  in  his 
Budget  that  from  October 
1987  members  of  occupa- 
tional pension  schemes  will 
have  the  option  of  making

dons,  but  the  rebate  will  be- 
refunded  as  a minimum 
contribution  to.  their  personal 
pension. 

This  contracted-out  rebate, 
which  varies  from  year  to 
year,  will  be  topped  up  by  a 2 
percent  incentive  provided  by 
the  Government  to  encourage 
people  out  of  SERPS  and  into 
personal  pensions. 

People  who  move  from 
SERPS  to  a personal  pension 
between  January  4, 1988,  and 
April  5,  1989,  will  get  the 
contracted-out  rebate  back- 
dated to  April  1 987.  They  will 
also  get  the  2 per  cent  in- 
centive backdated  and  this 
w01  now  be  available  for  six 
years. 


AVCs  to  a scheme  of  their 
own  choice  up  to  the  tax- 
appro  vable  limits  (currently 
15  per  cent  of  gross  earnings). 
Mr  Fowler  subsequently  am- 
plified this  proposal 

Mr  Fowler  said  on  Wednes- 
day that  from  October  any- 
body in  a pension  scheme  will 
be  able  to  pay  extra  contribu- 
tions to  a pension  savings  plan 
of  his  own  choice  to  give  him 
additional  income  in  retire- 
ment Full  tax  relief  will  be 
given  on  these  contributions 
up  to  the  Inland  Revenue 
contribution  and  benefit  lim- 
its. 

Mr  Fowler  regarded  this 
change  as  a major  new  right. 
“At  present,”  he  said,  “people 


can  only  pay  these  extra 
contributions  to  a savings 
arrangement  provided  by 
iheir  own  pension  scheme.” 

The  Government  had  in- 
tended to  go  some  way  to- 
wards de-regulating'  the  AVC 
structure  from  April  1988.  As 
a result  of  the  changes  an- 
nounced this  week,  members 
of  occupational  schemes  will 
be  able  to  make  AVC  pay- 
ments irrespective  of  then- 
employer's  arrangements. 
These  so-called  free-standing 
AVCs  can  be  nm  alongside 
occupational  AVCs  provided 
they  are  within  Revenue  lim- 
its. 

However,  as  free-standing 
AVCs  are  intended  to  help 
occupational  scheme  mem- 
bers enhance  their  pension 
expectations,  the  Revenue  has 
said  it  will  not  be  possible  for 
AVC  rights  to  be  taken  as  a 
tax-free  lump  sura.  . 

Mr  Fowler  said  this  week 
that  only  about  10  per  cent  of 
scheme  members  have  AVC 
arrangements.  He  is  clearly 
hoping  for  a big  increase  in 
AVCs.  The  pensions  changes 
are  in  fine  with-  the  present 
Government’s  desire  to  in- 
crease labour  mobility  by 
making  it  easier  for  people  to 
take  pension  rights  with  them 
when  changing  jobs. 

The  plans  are  broadly  in 
line  with  an  Inland  Revenue 
consultative  document  pub- 
lished last  November,  but  the 
proposal  that  people  should  be 
limited  to.  one  peisonal  pen- 
sion at  a-  tune  has  been 
dropped. 

Contributions  to  a personal 
pension  may  come  from  three 
sources.  Apart  from  the  DHSS 
input,  the  member  and  the 
employer,  if  be  or  she  wishes, 
can  contribute. 

Personal  pensions  will  op- 
erate in  a similar  way  to  self- 
employed  retirement  annu- 
ities, which  will  in  future  be 
subject  to  the  same  tax  regime 
as  personal  pensions.  Existing 
legislation  on  retirement 
annuities  win  be  replaced  by 
the  terms  of  the  Finance  Act 
1987.  The  maximum  annual 
contribution  to  a personal 
pension  plan  will  be  17.5  per 
cent  of  income  for  people  up 
to  the  age  of  50.  For  people 
above  50  higher  limits  wifi 


apply,  rising  to  a maximum  of 
27.5  per  cent 

The  earlier  start  for  per- 
sonal pensions  .will  be  wel- 
comed by  banks,  building 
societies  and  unit  trust  groups, 
which  will  be  able  to  compete 
with  insurance  companies 
sooner  than  expected  on  this 
territory  previously  denied  to 
them.  But  the  welcome  will  be 
tempered  by  the  fret  that 
many  of  these  new  personal 
pension  providers  will  have 
difficulty  in  getting  the  sys- 
tems ready  to  cope  with 
marketing  the  new  contracts 
from  the  start  of  next  year. 

Apart  from  the  welcome 
moves- on  personal  pensions 
and  AVCS,  Budget  day 
brought  with  it  some  un- 
pleasant shocks  on  the  pen- 
sions front,  particularly  for  the 
highly  paid.  One  sentence  in  a 
Revenue  statement  says  it  all: 
’The  scope  for  exploiting  the 
tax  reliefs,  particularly  by  very 
high  earners,  will  be  curbed.” 

Top  of  the  list  is  maximum 
tump  sum  benefits.  Up  to  now 
the  maximum  has  been  de- 
fined as  one  and  a half  times 
final  salary.  In  future  the 
maximum  will  be  a monetary  ■ 
sum,  £150,000.  This  is  the 
maximum  lump  sum  benefit 
for  which  someone  with  final 
salary  of  £100,000  could  qual- 
ify. The  same  figure  will  apply 
to  personal  pension  and  retires, 
ment  annuity  contracts. 

As  Legal  & General  pointed 
out,  only  .the  highest  earners 

Call  for  the  £150,000 
ceiling  to  be  indexed 

are  affected,  but  their,  view 
was  that  the  Chancellor 
should  confirm  that  the 
£150,000  ceiling  would-be 
indexed  and  that  he  had  no 
other  plans  to  restrict  these 
rash  aims  further. 

If  the  figure  of  £1S0,000 
becomes  to  pensions  what 
£30,000  has  become  to  mort- 
gage interest  relief  that  is. 

. frozen  in  time,  the  growth  of 
pension  mortgages  will  be 
uDder  severe  threat 

Also  on  the  “exploitation" 
front,  the  definition  of  “final 
remuneration”  has  been  tight- 
ened up  to  prevent  artificial 
inflation  of  the  figure  on 


which  benefits  are  based.  In 
addition,  tire  definition  will 
now  occlude  taxable  income 
from  share  option  schemes. 
Employee  benefit  consultants 
Mercer  Fraser  are  in  no  doubt 
that  the  inclusion  of  share 
option  gains  in  final 
remuneration  has  has  the 
effect  of  artificially  boosting 
earnings  for  benefit  calcula- 
tion purposes.  ’ 

There  is  also  a change  in  the 
minimum  period  of  service  an 
employee  requires  in  order  to 
qualify  for  a full  two-thirds 
pension.  Up  to  now  some 
privileged  employees  have 
been  able  to  qualify  for  a 
maiamnm  pension  of  tWD- 
tfainds  of  final  salary  after  only 
10  years'  service:  The  Gov- 
ernment considers  this  system 
to  be  too  'generous,  and  has 
replaced  it  with  a new  scale 
which  requires  20  years'  ser- 
vice for  a maximum  two- 
thirds  pension. 

Overall,  the  main  pensions 
proposals  stemming  from  this 
week’s  Budget  are  much  as 

Government’s  Sal 
lap  in  its  mayor  reform  of  the

Two  problems  remain.  The 
first  is  that  many-providers  of 
personal  pensions  will  jiO1  not 
be  ready  for  January  1988  and 
are  beginning  to  say  so.

wine  investment 
schemes 

The  Chancellor’s  decision  not 
to  increase  excise  duties  on 
wines  and  spirit y will  give  a 
further  boost  to  wine  invest- 
ment So  for.  three  factors 
have  put  off  many  would-be 
investors  - the  expertise,  the 
lack  of  correct  storage  con- 
ditions and  the  absence  of  a 
large  capital  sum. 

All  these  elements  are  re- 
moved by  the  wine  cellar 
schemes  on  offer.  Drawn  up 
by  established  merchants,  the 
plans  allow  for  the  bottles  to 
be'  stored  under  the  best 
conditions  and  most  allow  for 
deferred  payments,  rather 
than  one  big  outlay. 

You  should  decide  your 
investment  priorities  on  the 
amount  of  wine  you  are  likely 
to  consume  against  possible 
resale. 

Auction  prices  are  firm. 
Michael  Broadbent,  of 
Christie's,  says  the  auction 
house's  sale  on  March  5 
“witnessed  strong  demand  for 
fine,  mature  wines  with  more 
than  120  commission  bidders 
ensuring  that  virtually  die 
whole  catalogue  could  have 
been  sold  before  the  auction 
started”. 

Vintage  port  prices  are 
buoyanL  The  1970s  are  still 
modest,  the  1975s  are  moving 
up,  the  1977s  are  in  short 
supply  and  the  market  is  likely 
to  rise  further  if  the  1985s  are 
declared  in  the  next  few 
months. 

Good  classed  growths  of 
claret  for  vintages  such  as 
2978  and  2982  show  invest- 
ment potential,  as  was  evident 
at  the  Sotheby’s  sale  on  March 
1 1 and  the  Christie's  sale  on 
March  19. 

Ken  Butler  runs  the  Hisoox 
Wine  Cub  (The  Birches 
Industrial  Estate.  East  Grin- 


stead,  Sussex  RH19  1XZ). 
The  club  offers  a regular 
supply  of  wines  every  three 
months  without  having  to 
specify  the  brand.  The  mini- 
mum subscription  is  £10  a 
month  with  the  investor 
choosing  his  own  ' sum  by 
standing  order.  On  the  third 
month's  payment  wine  is  dis- 
patched with  the  balance  held 
over  for  the  next  quarter. 

Hiscox  gives  a 2.5  per  cent 
discount  on  every  order  and 
prefers  customers  to  make 
their  own  general  preferences 
. (such  as  Rhdne  and  occasional 
sparkling). 

Justerini  and  Brooks  Ltd 
(61  St  James's  Street,  London 
1 LZ,  and  39  George  Street, 
Edinburgh  EH2-2HN)  offered 
its  first  tailor-made  wine 
investment  scheme  in  1969. 
With  its  big  purchasing  power, 
it  is  able  to  buy  at  source  on

advantageous  terms.  It  offers 
four  separate  ‘‘cellars”,  three 
of  which  remain  until  the  new 
range  is  introduced  in  late 
ApriL 

Cellar  -One  costs  £24  . a 
month  or  £273.60  for  outright 
payment  inclusive  of  VAT, 
and  consists  of  five  dozen 
bottles  (three  darets  and  two 
1985  while  burgundies).  Finer 
wines  are  included  in  the  more 
expensive  “cellars”  such  as 
single  vineyard  Chateauneuf- 
du-Pape  lin  Cellar  Two  (£30 
monthly  Or  £342  angle  pay- 
ment), dessert  wine  such  as 
Chateau  Ffihot  1983  - a 
second  growth  Santenaes  — 
and  vintage  port  such  as  Dow 
1983  in  Cellar  Three  (£60 
monthly  or  £684  one 
payment). 

These  cedars  include  five 
storage.  In  the  case  of  Cellar 
Three,  the  wines  are  stored 


until  May  31,  1989.  Blither 
storage  can  be  undertaken  by  a 
company  specially  formed  by 
Justerini  to  separate  diems' 
stock,  known  as  Cellarers 
(Wines)  Ltd.  Alternatively, 
warehouses  approved  by  Cus- 
toms and  Excise  can  be  used 

It  is : important  to  check 
whether  free  delivery  is  in- 
cluded. There  is  insurance  at 
foil  market  value,  not  at  the 
original  purchase  price,  in  any 
scheme.  Justerini,  for  in- 
stance, charges  £3.50  per 
dozen  bottles  a year  for  stor- 
age and  insurance  beyond  the 
free  term. 

Derek  Balls,  director  of 
Balls  Bros  (313  Cambridge 
Heath  Road,  London  E2 
9LQ),  is  planning  .the  next 
offer  for  ds  City  Fellowship  of 
Wine  Investment  Scheme.  It 
proposes  units  of  wine,  both 
mixed  cases  and  unbroken, 
with  free  storage 

Balls  Bros  offers  investors  a 
selection  of  fine  wines  with 
one  year’s  free  storage  fol- 
lowed by  complimentary 
delivery  on  two  or  more 
dozens.  Examples  indude 
Graham  Malvedos  1976  at 
£146.40,  Taylor  Vargellas 
1974  at  £163,  Wane  1975  at 
£197  and  Port  of  Quinta  do 
Noval  1982  at  £130.60. 

It  has  several  good  1983 
clarets,  including  Pichon- 
Longueville-Lalande  at 
£287.40,  Ducru-B  eaucaillou  at 
£279  and  La  Lagune  at 
£117.80. 

Champagne  at  auction  is  a 
small  but  significant  market 
Balls  Bros  offers  Bollinger 
Brut  1979  at  £209.80,  Dorn 
Perignon  1980  at  £367,  Mo£t 
et  Chandon  1980  at  £147.50, 
and  Veuve  Clicquot  Brut  1979 
at  £171  JO. 

Charles  Eve,  Master  of 
Wine  at  Peter  Dominic,  the 
International  Distillers  and 
Vintners'  subsidiary,  runs 
Wine  Bank  (Vintner  House, 


River  Way,  Harlow,  Essex 
CM20  2EA).  h is  aimed  at 
those  who  do  not  have  tune  to 
locate  fine  wine.  Mr  Eve  buys 
wine  at  early  prices  and  ad- 
vises members  oh  how  the 
stock  is  progressing.  * . 

Mr  Eve  requires  only  guide- 
lines, such  as.  whether  the 
investor  wants  the  finest  or 
would  like  more  modest  bot- 
tles. The  stock  is  then  re- 
served, duty  paid,  with  asmall 
rent  every  June.  There  is  no 
delivery  charge  but  dispatch 
can  *ai«?  up  to  three  weeks. 

Peter  Dominic  suggests  , a 
minimum  £10  a month,  which 
can  be  increased  in  multiples 
of  £1.

DANBY  BLOCH  and

If  you  had  a substantial  poten- 
tial inheritance  tax  (IHT) 
liability  on  your  estate  before

So  tax  planning  is  still  very 
necessary  if  you  wish  to 
preserve  - family  wealth,  par- 
ticularly if  it  is  tied  up  in  a

The  basic  strategy  for 
mitigating  IHT  is  to  give  away 
assets  to  the  next  generation  as 
early  as  possible;  if  you  can

the  Chancellor’s  proposals. 

Even  after  the  last  two 
Budgets,  in  which  various 
steps  have  been  taken  to 
reduce  some  of  the  impact  of 
IHT.  the  possible  tax  charge 
on  many  people's  estates  will 
continue  to  be  heavy. 

This  week,  the 
point  at  which  IHT  is 
was  raised  from  £71,000  to 
£90,000,  thereby  taking  many 
smaller  estates  out  of  the  tax 
net  altogether. 

However,  for  rather  larger 
estates  the  effects  of  the  tax 
cuts  are  not  very  spectacular. 
For  example,  on  an  estate  of 
only  £140,000  the  tax  charge  is 
still  as  much  as  £15;000, 
compared  with  £23,500  before 
th&Budget  - 

On  £330,000,  the  point  at 
which  the  60  per  cent  rate 
bond  now  starts  to  bite,  the 
post-Budget  lax  charge  is 
£102,000,  down  from  the  pre- 
vious level  of£l  18,300. 

In  other  words,  the  Chan- 
cellor has  simplified  the  tax 


of  your  taxable  estate 
unnecessarily. 

Moreover,  if  you  survive 
seven  years  after  making  the 
gift,  normally  it  will  have 
escaped  IHT  altogether. 

Another  spur  to  mi 
lifetime  gifts  now  is  that 
there  is  a change  of  gov- 
ernment, another  Chancellor 
would  probably  reintroduce 
the  old  capital  transfer  tax 
rules  and  make  any  future 
lifetime  transfer  much  more 
expensive. 

The  raising  of  the  IHT  nil- 
rate  band  is  also  an  incentive 
to  ask  your  lawyer  to.  rewrite 
your  wilL  Husbands  and 
wives  can  each  take  advantage 
oftbe  £90,000  nil-rate  band  in 
order  to  save  tax. 

For  example,  if  a husband 
dies  before  his  wife,  he  could 
pass.  £90,000  worth  of  assets 
down  to  the  next  generation 
tax-free  rather  than  pass  it  to 
his  surviving  widow;  for  on 
his  widow’s  death,  it  would  all 
be  ultimately  taxable  at  any- 
thing up  to  60  per  cent

JOE  IRVING  reports 

A punier  in  Bangor,  Northern 
Ireland,  won  four  prizes  in  one 
draw,  a Portsmouth  man  won 
two  £50  prizes  with  a £10 
block  of  bonds  in  the  same 
month,  and  a Yorkshire  man 
won  £50  on  his  50th  birthday. 

The  chances  against  any  of 
those  being  duplicated  are  too 
high  to  bear  thinking  about, 
but  when  it  comes  to  really 
beating  the  odds  none  of  them 
comes  anywhere  near  the 
achievement  of  a doctor  and 
his  wife  who  have  written  to 
tell  us  about  ft. 

They  do  not  wish  to  be 
identified,  other  than  that  the 
doctor's  first  name  is  Peter. 
The  doctor  has  had  his  share 
of  wins,  but  the  latest  must 
surely  qualify  for  the  Guinness 
Book  of  Records. 

He  holds  the  full  quota  of 
bonds,  and  his  wife  also  holds 
close  to  the  limit  of  £10,000. 
In  the  October  1986  draw  one 
of  his  bonds  won  a £50  prize. 
The  same  bond  produced 
another  £50  prize  in 
December. 

Then,  as  if  that  wasn't 
stretching  the  bounds  of 
possibility,  his  wife  did  exactly 
the  same,  except  that  she  won 
a little  more.  In  the  December 
draw  fee  also  won  a £50  prize, 
and  to  complete  die  double 
“double”,  the  same  bond  was 
the  winner  of  a £100  prize  in 
February. 

While  the  odds  against  a 
single  £1  bond  winning  a prize 
in  any  monthly  draw  are 
considered  by  the  Department 
of  National  Savings  to  be 
around  1,000  to  one,  the 
chances  of  the  same  bond 
winning  twice  out  of  three 
draws  are  mathgmart'rafly 
mind-boggling.  . 

For  another  bond  in  the 
feme  household  to  pull  off  a 
similar  feat  in  overlapping 
months,  the  odds  are  astro- 
nomical, and  possibly  as  the 
doctor  says,  “incalculable”. 
There  are  1,800  million,  bonds 
in  issu;  and  about  170,000 
prizes  every  montSTs  there  a 
mathematician  in  the  house? 


Peter  the  security  guard, 
who  featured  in  pur  previous 
piece  on  Premium  Bonds, 
expects  to  average  one  win  a 
month  wife  his  £10.000 
bonds.  - • 

Peter  the  doctor  regards  this 
as  “under-achieving”  and 
claims  that  £5,000  'should 
produce  regular  prizes. 

Neither  of  them  has  hit  the 
big  money,  but  after  their 
recent  odds-imsting  feats  it 
would  be  no  surprise  if  the 
doctor  and  his  wife  eventually 
hit  fee  £250,000  jackpot, 

*1  wouldn’t  buy 
scattered  numbers9 

which  is  why  they  are  in 
Premium.

The  doctor  agrees  feat  fee 
more  bonds  you  hold  fee  bet- 
ter the  chances  of  success.

National  Savings  rejects  the 
block  theory.  A spokesman 
said:  “ft  is  based  on  a total 
misconception  of  fee  way 
Ernie  works.” 

Many  people  who  support 
fee  block  theory  assume  that 
all  bond  numbers  are  fed  into 
fee  electronic  machine  at 
Lyfeam  St  Annes,  Lancashire, 
which  then  shakes  them  up 
like  raffle  tickets  in  a church 
fete  drum,  and  picks  out  fee 
winners. 

What  really  happens  is  that 
within  a prescribed  format  of 
letters  and  digits  Ernie  , puts 
together  its  own  numbers  at 
complete  random,  fee  win- 
ning bonds  being  those  with 
numbers  that  match. 

Accordingly,  National  Sav- 
ings maintains,  no  bond, 
whether  single  or  in  a block, 
stands  a better  or  worse 
chance  than  any  other. 

But  what  do  the  profes- 
sionals ihink  of  Premium 
Bonds?

The  increase  in  house  prices 
has  spilled  over  into  smaller 
commercial  properties.

Pregnancy  lawful  criterion 
for  redundancy  choice 


Srockton-oo-Tees  Borough 
Council » Brown 
Before  Lord  Justice  May,  Lord

Where  a redundancy  situation 
existed,  it  was  not  automatically 
unfeir  under  section  60(1)  of  the 
Employment  Protection 
(Consolidation)  Act  1978  to 
I select  a person  for  redundancy 
on  the  basis  that  she  was 
pregnant  and  would  therefore 
not  be  able  to  undertake  the 
duties  of  her  employment,  ax 
least  for  a time,  since  in  those 
circumstances  her  pregnancy 
was  neither  the  sole  nor  foe 
I principal  reason  far  her  dis* 
missaL 

The  Court  of  Appeal  so  held 
' in  a reserved  judgmem.  dismiss- 
ing an  appeal  by  Mrs  Maria 
Brown  from  a determination  of 
foe  Employment  Appeal  Tri- 
bunal (Mr  Justice  Popptewell 
presiding)  {The  Times  August 
18. 1986:  [1986]  ICR  842)  which 
had  allowed  an  appeal  by  Stock- 
ton-on-Tees Borough  Council 
from  a decision  of  an  industrial 
tribunal  that  she  bad  been 
unfairly  dismissed. 

Section  60(1)  of  the  I97S  Act 
provides:  “An  employee  shall  be 
treated. . .as  unfairly  dismissed 


if  foe  reason  or  principal  reason 
for  her  dismissal  is  that  she  is 
pregnant  or  is  any  other  reason 
connected  with  her  pregnancy."

LORD  JUSTICE  MAY  said 
foal  foe  criterion  adopted  by  the 
employer  in  selecting  which 
employes  to  make  redundant 
was  ability;  that  included  ability 
physically'  to  attend  ai  her  place 
of  work  and  do  the  job. 

The  employee's  contractual 
entitlement  to  maternity  leave 
did  not  alter  the  fact  that  taking 
such  leave  involved  absence 
from  work,  and  meant  that  she 
could  not  in  fret  have  satisfied 
the  criterion  of  such  ability. 

The  employee  had  sought  to 
uphold  foe  industrial  tribunal's 
decision  on  foe  basis  that  the 
dismissal  had  been  automati- 
cally unfair  under  section  60(1) 
or  the  1978  Act. 

When  one  compared  foe 
wording  of  sections  57(iX2l.  59 
and  60(1).  and  foe  use  of  foe 
phrase  “reason  or  principal 

reason  for dismissal"  in  each 

provision,  it  became  dear  that 
section  60(  I ) only  applied  to  foe 
situation  where  it  could  be  said 
that  the  employer  dismissed  his 
employee  because  she  was  preg- 


nant. outside  any  redundancy 
situation. 

Where,  however,  on  foe  facts 
found,  foe  underlying  reason 
was  that  there  had  existed  a 

redundancy  situation  and  foal 
the  employee  had  been  selected 
for  redundancy  because  she  was 
pregnant,  then  the  relevant  sec- 
tion under  which  to  decide 
whether  foe  dismissal  was  fair 
was  section  57  and  not  section 
60. 

The  appeal  tribunal  had  held 
foal  foe  selection  for  redun- 
dancy had  been  fair  under 
section  57(2 He)  and  (3);  that  had 
not  been  challenged  and  the 
appeal  should  be  dismissed. 

Lord  Justice  Croom-Johnson 
delivered  a concurring  judg- 
ment. 

LORD  JUSTICE  NOURSE, 
agreeing,  said  that  it  had  been 
demonstrated  that  pregnancy 
was  neither  foe  sole  nor  the 
principal  reason  for  dismissal; 
the  principal  reason  was  redun- 
dancy. Seer  ion  60(1)  therefore 
did  not  apply,  and  foe  fairness  of 
foe  dismissal  fell  to  be  deter- 
mined in  accordance  with  foe 
general  test  in  section  57(3).

difficult  if  not  impossible,  to- 
day, taking  into  account  foe

Redeployment  of  bank  staff  was 
no  transfer  of  undertaking

[Judgment  February  13] 

In  a case  concerning  the 
redeployment  of  staff  from 
subsidiaries  of  Barclays  Bank  to 
a service  company  which  would' 
then  provide  staff  for  an  inter- 
national investment  bank  to  be 
formed  as  part  of  foe  “Big  Bang” 
and  which  would  not  recognize 
the  appellant  union  for  bargain- 
ing purposes,  foe  Employment 
Appeal  Tribunal  held  foal  no 
transfer  of  an  undertaking  had 
taken  place,  with  the  result  that 
foe  consultation  requirements 
in  regulation  10  of  the  Transfer 
of  Undertakings  (Protection  of 
Employment)  Regulations)  (SI 
1981  No  (974)  did  not  apply. 

But  the  appeal  tribunal  re- 
jected the  bank’s  argument  that 
no  complaint  of  a failure  to 
consult  could  be  made  until  an 
actual  transfer  had  taken  place 
and  held  that  a union  would 
have  the  right  to  complain  if 
they  were  not  consulted  about  a 
proposed  transfer. 

The  Employment  Appeal  Tri- 


bunal dismissed  an  appeal  by 
foe  Banking  Insurance  and  Fi- 


ihe  Banking  Insurance  and  Fi- 
nance Union  from  a decision  of 
an  industrial  tribunal  last  May 
dismissing  their  complaint 
agpinsi  Barclays  Bank  pic. 
Barclays  Merchant  Bank  Ltd, 
Barclays  Investment  Manage- 
ment Ltd  and  Barclays  Property 
Investment  Management  Ltd, 
under  regulation  J 1 of  the  1981 
Regulations,  that  the  employers 
had  failed  to  inform  or  consult  a 
representative  of  a trade  union 
as  required  by  regulation  10. 
They  appealed  on  foe  ground 
that  the  industrial  tribunal  had 
erred  in  law  in  finding  that  there 
was  no  “relevant  transfer”. 

Regulation  10  provides:  “(2) 
Long  enough  before  a relevant 
transfer  to  enable  consultations 


of  a description  in  respect  of 
which  an  independent  trade 
union  is  recognized  by  him  and 
that  union's  representatives,  the 
employer  shall  inform  those 
representatives  of  (a)  the  feet 
that  the  relevant  transfer  is  to 
take  place,  when,  appro  xi- 
- mately.il  is  to  take  place  and  foe 
reasons  for  it.  and  (b)  foe  legal 
economic  and  social  implica- 
tions of  foe  transfer  for  foe 
affected  employees;  (c)  foe  mea- 
sures which  he  envisages  he  will, 
in  connection  with  foe  transfer, 
take  in  relation  to  those  employ- 
ees, or,  if  he  envisages  that  no 
measures  will  be  so  taken,  that 
fed . . . 

“(5)  Where  an  employer  . . . 
envisages  that  be  will,  in 
connection  with  foe  transfer,  be 
taking  measures  in  relation  to 
any  such  employees  ofa  descrip- 
tion in  respect  of  which  an 
independent  trade  union  is  rec- 
ognized by  him.  he  shall  enter 
into  consultations  with  foe 
representatives  of  that  union."

POPPLEWELL  said  that  in 
March  1984  in  anticipation  of 
foe  Big  Bang.  Barclays  had 
announced  that  they  intended  to 
acquire  a controlling  interest  in 
the  business  of  stockbrokers  and 
jobbers  and  to  form  a new 
company,  Barclays  de  Zoeie 
Wedd. 


within  foe  Regulations. 

The  industrial  tribunal  found 
that  no  assets  or  goodwill  had 
been  transferred;  there  was  no 
identifiable  business  and  that 
staff  continued  to  do  foe  same 
work  they  had  formerly  been 
doing  in  the  subsidiaries. 

On  appeal  it  was  said  that 
assets  in  foe  sense  of  a pool  of 
available  employees  had  been 
transferred;  that  there  had  been 
a transfer  of  goodwill  and  that 
an  idenufiable  facet  of  Barclays’ 
business  had  been  transferred. 

Although  no  one  had  sug- 
gested in  foe  present  case  that 
what  had  been  done  was  done 
with  any  improper  motive,  it 
had  been  pointed  out  foal  it 
would  be  possible  for  un- 
scrupulous employers  to  do 
what  Barclays  had  done  and 
evade  their  responsibilities 
under  the  Regulations. 

But  foe  appeal  tribunal 
considered  that  foe  industrial 
tribunal  had  applied  the  proper 
tests  and  it  could  not  be  said  that 
their  decision  was  perverse. 

On  further  matters  the  appeal 
tribunal  took  foe  view  (hat 
despite  increased  dividends  and 
profits  which  Barclays  would 
obtain,  it  was  not  in  foe  nature 
of  a commercial  venture  as 
required  by  foe  definition  of 
“undertaking"  in  regulation  2; 
that  moral  pressure  on  the  staff 


to  join  foe  service  company  was 
insufficient  to  transform  an 


It  was  accepted  that  Barclays 
had  failed  to  consult  with  foe 
union  in  respect  of  a number  of 
relevant  employees  who  trans- 
ferred to  foe  service  company 
after  October  1,  1985. 

The  question  arose  as  to 
whether  they  had  been  required 


to.  it  being  argued  that  there  was 
no  transfer  of  an  undertaking 
within  the  meaning  of  regula- 
tion 10. 

The  union  had  contended  that 
Barclays'  business  of  providing 
staff  to  its  subsidiaries  had  been 
transferred  to  foe  service  com- 
pany and  that  that  was  a transfer 


to  take  place  between  foe  em- 
ployer of any  affected  employees 


insufficient  to  transform  an 
election  to'  join  the  service 
company  into  a transfer  and 
finally  that  it  would  be  contrary 
to  foe  spirit  of  foe  legislation  if 
there  was  no  sanction  for  failure 
to  consult  in  relation  to  a 
proposed  transfer  which  hap- 
pened not  to  take  place  with  the 
result  that  a union  would  have 
foe  right  to  complain  if  they 
were  not  informed  or  consulted 
about  a proposed  transfer. 

Accordingly  it  could  not  be 
said  that  the  union's  application 
made  before  foe  transfer  was 
effected  was  premature.  The 
appeal  would  be  dismissed.

Rent  review  guidelines  not  rigid 


Equity  & Law  life  Assurance 
Society  pic  v Bodfield  Ltd 

Although  they  were  to  be 
welcomed  and  approved,  the 
rough  guidelines  on  construc- 
tion of  rent  review  clauses  stated 
by  Sir  Nicolas  Browne-Wil- 
kinson.  Vice-Chancellor,  in 
British  Gas  Corporation  v 
Universities  Superannuation 
Scheme  Ltd  ( The  Times  March 
10.  1986;  (1986]  1 WLR  398, 
403),  were  not  mechanistic  rules 
of  construction  to  be  applied 
rigidly  in  every  case. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  (Lord 
Justice  Fox,  Lord  Justice  Dillon 
and  Lord  Justice  Russell)  so 
stated  on  March  19,  dismissing 
an  appeal  by  the  lessees. 
Bodfield  Ltd.  from  a declaration 
of  Mr  Justice  Peter  Gibson, 


sought  by  the  lessors.  Equity  & 
Law  Life  Assurance  Society  pic, 
that  upon  foe  true  construction 
of  the  lease  foe  "net  rental 
value"  of  foe  property  was  to  be 
determined  upon  foe  assump- 
tion that  the  property  was  let 


upon  a hypothetical  lease  which 
contained  no  provision  for 
revising  the  rent  thereunder. 

LORD  JUSTICE  DILLON 
said  that  in  the  British  Gas  case 
the  Vice-Chancellor  had  said 
that  there  was  an  urgent  need  to 
produce  certainty  in  the  rent 
review  field;  that  landlords, 
tenants  and  their  valuers  needed 
to  know  wha(  was  foe  right  basis 
or  valuation  without  recourse  to 
lawyers,  let  alone  foe  courts;  and 
that  the  question  could  not  be 
left  to  turn  on  foe  terms  of  each 


lease  without  foe  basic  approach 
being  certain. 

His  Lordship  said  that  how- 
ever valuable  guidelines  were, 
ihc  function  of  foe  court  in  each 
particular  case  was  to  construe 
foe  particular  rent  review  clause 
which  was  in  issue  in  the  case. 

Where  lawyers  had  prepared  a 
particularly  complicated  reni 
review  clause  it  was  likely  to  be 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for 
foe  parties  to  discover  foe  right 
basis  of  valuation  without  re- 
course to  lawyers.

The  federation's  Athletes 
Council  cited  the  South  African 
Government's  apartheid  policy 
and  toe  growing  political  unrest 
as  factors  in  its  derision.

Sportsmen 
keep  pace 
with  heart 
complaints 

By  Aadretr  Ltragmore 

Athletes  who  hare  suffered 
from  heart  trouble  during  their 
fives  could  still  become  Olympic 
champions  because  of  the  grow- 
ing sophistications  of  pace- 
maker devices,  a leading  heart 
consaftant  confirmed  yesterday. 

Professor  Desmond  Julian, 
consultant  medical  director  to 
the  British  Heart  Foundation, 
told  The  Times  that  new  designs 
of  pacemaker  had  made  a big 
improvement  to  the  potential 
performance  of  athletes  who  had 
suffered  from  heart  trouble. 

“The  new  types  of  pacemaker 
hare  greater  flexibility  than 
before,**  he  said.  ’'They  are  now 

rate-respoosWe,  which  means 
that  they  can  accelerate  with  an 
increase  in  body  movement.  I see 
no  reason  why  m principle  now 
an  athlete  with  a pacemaker 
should  not  compete  to  Olympic 
standards.** 

Coming  after  the  revelation 
that  Chris  Hemming,  tbe  Stoke 
City  foil  back,  had  a pacemaker 
fitted  several  months  ago,  that 
wfll  be  particularly  eocoaragiiig 
news  for  young  athletes  who 
hare  suffered  from  some  form  of 
heart  trouble  since  birth.  But 
Professor  Julian  warned  that 
there  were  dangers  in  playing 
contact  sports,  such  as  rugby* 
with  a pacemaker.  “They 
present  more  of  a problem 
because  a blow  directly  oo  the 
pacemaker  box  could  damage 
the  pacemaker  or  the  skin  over 
it,”  he  said. 

Ken  Kingsbury,  the  resident 
doctor  U tbe  Sports  Council 
also  feels  that  more  people  who 
hare  had  pacemakers  fitted  are 
now  retting  part  in  active  sport. 
“Quite  a few  people  do  already 
play  competitive  sport  to  a good 
standard  with  a pacemaker, 
though  yon  still  have  not  got  the 
flexibility  of  cardiac  response  a 
normal  heart  would  give  you." 

Despite  (he  increasing 
sophistication  of  pacemakers, 
the  industry  is  still  very  young, 
according  to  Alan  Parker,  the 
managing  director  of  the  UK 
subsidiary  of  SiMronil  a West 
German  company  who  manufac- 
ture pacemakers.  “We  are  still 
in  our  infancy.  The  first  pace- 
makers were  produced  only  20 
years  or  so  ago,  and  they  were 
the  size  of  a tobacco  tin.  Now 
they  are  much  more  sophis- 
ticated and  the  size  of  a 
matchbox.  Technology  is  leap- 
frogging  every  year,  but  we  still 
have  a long  way  to  go." 

Though  he  thought  it  might  be 
five  years  before  a pacemaker  is 
developed  which  could  cope  with 
die  demands  of  international 
athletics,  Parker  said  that  Chris 
Hemming  would  be  an  example 
not  just  to  sportsmen  but  to  GPs 
as  well  of  what  pacemakers 
corid  do  in  a country  which  was 
still  well  behind  the  West  Ger- 
mans and  tbe  French  in  tbe  use 
of  pacemakers.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  operation  to  fit  a 
pacemaker  is  done  under  local 
anaesthetic  and  takes  30 

minaltt.

Scotland  were  throwing  every- 
thing into  attack  in  the  last 
quarter  in  Paris  a fortnight 
ago.  it  was.  more  often  than 
not,  Berbizier  who  turned  up 
to  thwart  them. 

Blanco's  48  ops  against 
major  rugby  nations  say  all 
that  needs  to  be  said  about  a 
player  who  sometimes  ir- 
ritates fay  his  histrionics  and 
occasional  insouciance  about 
the  field,  but  whose  amazing 
gifts  for  the  game  are  undeni- 
able. It  wifi  be  Berfr  trier's  30th 
game  today  — a day  when  the 
state-employed  rugby  instruc- 
tor (who,  I wonder,  will  be  the 
first  Briton  to  appear  in  an 
international  programme  with 
that  job  description?)  devotes 
himself  to  another  televised 
lesson. 

There  has  been  nothing 
suspect  about  French  tem- 
perament in  the  five  nations 
championship  this  season  and 
the  only  query  that  hangs  over 
them  is  their  ability  to  pro- 
duce their  best  form  away 
from  home.  There  have  been 
other  games,  other  seasons 
when  they  have  fallen  at  the 
last  championship  hurdle  — 
Scotland,  in  1984,  are  the 
most  obvious  recent  example 
— but  their  all-round  ex- 
cellence should  outweigh  any- 
thing that  Ireland  can  bring  to 
bear  against  them. 

Should  the  game  become 
the  sort  of  dogfight  we  had  to 
endure  in  Dublin  two  years 
ago,  France  are  equipped  to 
handle  that  too.  It  was  a brutal 
match,  which  Ireland  drew  1 5- 
15.  thanks  to  five  penalties 
from  Michael  Kiernan,  who 
practiced  his  goal-kicking  in 
the  wintry  sunshine  at  Old 
Belvedere’s  ground  in  Angle- 
sea  Road  yesterday.  That  too. 
was  Brian  Spillane’s  first  and 
finest  international  season, 
though  injury  forced  him  off 
the  field  against  the  French.

buzzing,  since  the  Bohemians’

Spillane's  recall  can  be  jus- 
tified by  the  need  to  have  extra 
height  to  counter  the  tall 
French  back-row  trio  and, 
possibly,  to  bolster  a suspect 
front  five.  But  England,  if  they 
have  indicated  nothing  else 
this  season,  suggested  that  two 
short  flank  forwards  — Rees 
and  Winterbottom  — can  stop 
France  running  the  ball 
through  their  back  row:  Carr 
will  be  sorely  missed. 

Ireland  retreated  to  a pri- 
vate training  session  on 
Thursday,  working,  I imagine, 
on  just  that  back-row  area. 
But.  whereas  the  other  home 
countries  made  little  im- 


pression on  France  at  the  set 
pieces,  there  is  little  cause  to 
believe  Ireland  will  do  better. 
It  would  be  nice  to  see  Ireland 
winning  some  worthwhile 
loose  tall  so  that  their  mid- 
field  can  take  on  the  French  in 
an  area  where  Wales  and 
England  both  foiled.  There  is 
so  much  good  football  in  Dean 
and  Muuin  and  a packed 
house  at  Lansdowne  Road 
would  enjoy  seeing  them  on 
the  move,  but  I doubt  if  they 
will  have  much  opportunity  to 
turn  on  the  style. 

Even  if  Kiernan  is  given  the 
chance  to  kick  his  goals  — as 
Marcus  Rose  was  for  England 
last  month  — it  may  come  to 
nothing:  Fiance  bided  their 
time  at  Twickenham,  rec- 
ognised chance  when  it  jogged 
their  elbow  and  won  without 
ever  playing  their  best.

The  thousands  of  Welsh 
supporters  who  have  under- 
taken the  long  journey  to  Edin- 
burgh for  the  Wain  against 
Scotland  match  this  afternoon 
have  done  do  so  faithfully  in 
anticipation  of  the  flush  of 
excitement  the  contest  in- 
evitably brings.The  meetings 
between  the  two  rations  over 
the  last  decade  have  never  left 
them  disappointed. 

Those  who  scoff  will  point  out 
that  Wales  have  won  just  four  of 
their  last  nine  visits  to 
Murrayfield.  But  the  romantic, 
with  no  such  hard  facts  and  a 
good  store  of  fond  memories, 
would  suggest  that  it  is  because 
the  Scotland-Wales  game,  on 
whichever  ground,  produces 
infinitely  moving  encounters. 

In  the  Iasi  10  years  of  the 
fixture.  38  tries  have  been 
scored.  This  is  eight  more  than 
in  the  nearest  rival  contest  — 
Wales  against  Ireland  — and  17 
more  than  the  Wates-England 
match  over  the  same  period.  It 
is  a point  worthy  of  note  now 
that  internationals  are  so  domi- 
nated by  the  penalty  kick. 

Scotland  lost  against  France, 
but  they  contributed  substan- 
tially to  a fine  game  of  rugby.

Bat  what  of  Wales?  They  are 
now  without  Stuart  Evans  at 
tight-head  prop.  He  had,  appar- 
ently. recovered  from  the  injury 
to  his  right  ankle,  but  in 
yesterday's  light  workout  be 
turned  and  twisted  his  other 
ankle  and  had  to  withdraw.  His 
place  is  taken  by  Peter  Francis, 
the  Maesteg  captain. 

So,  the  known  quantity  of  the 
front  five,  upon  which  so  much 
emphasis  was  going  to  be  laid, 
no  longer  appears  so  confident 
with  a new  player  having  to  find 
his  feet  lor  the  first  time  at  this 
teveL  With  another  new  cap, 
Mark  Jones,  at  No.  8,  Wales 
must  establish  their  authority  in 
the  bade  row  which,  hitherto, 
they  have  foiled  to  do. 

The  Questions  continue  in  the 
backs.  Davies  and  Jones,  upon 
whom  again  there  is  a terrific  — 
but  unfair — bias  of  responsibil- 
ity, are  very  good  but  nothing 
has  been  established  elsewhere 
in  the  threequarters.

While  be  expects  Wales  to 
perform  well  xa  the  World  Cop, 
the  prospect  of  playing  ceautries 
outside  the  International  Board 
makes  him  apprehensive  after 
the  Tonga  experience.  “These 
countries  might  decide  on  a 
policy  of  confroetatioa  and  dis- 
rupt the  more  established  teams 
in  -order  to  make  a name'  for 
themselves,**  Be  warns. 

He  is  confident  that  Wales 
will  equip  themselves  well  as  far 
as  discipline  is  concerned. 
“Psyching  up- Welsh  players  is 
no  problem.  The  first  boost 
comes  when  they’re  selected; 
patting  the  three  feathers  on 
their  chest  is  tbea  all  they  need. 
What  I have  to  do  is  to  quieten 
them  down  and  that  is  why  the 
most  difficult  area  I work  in  is 
the  position  above  tire  eyeballs.** 

Coping  with  foe  top  four 
inches  of  grey  matter  is  the  area 
of  greatest  concern  to  him  as 
coach  because  he  is  aware  of  the 
dangers  of  players  being  over- 
motivated.  “There  is  a peak  at 
which  they're  ready  to  produce 
their  best,**  he  says.  “Once  they 
go  over  that,  their  performance 
suffers.’’ 

He  talks  as  if  he  has  been  in 
the  job  for  years  instead  of  15 
months  bat  that  Is  as  modi  a 
legacy  of  bis  cerebral  attltade  to 
the  game  as  of  fats  playing 
experience. 

Only  recently  did  it  dawn 
upon  him  ’ that  he  had  been 
preparing  for  this  responsibility 
for  as  tong  as  25  years.  Climbing 
down  last  month  from  the  attic 
of  the  family  home  in  Bangor, 
his  father  dutch  ed  a dusty 
Friars  School  exercise  book, 
dated  I960.  It  was  the  year  his 
sou  was  made  captain  of  the 
school  ragby  team  and  the  book 
was  a fra  record  of  matches 
played  that  season. 

On  turning  the  pages,  Tony 
saw  that  even  then  he  had  noted 
much  more  than  a predictable 
record  of  match,  results  and 
scorers'  names:  he  had  analysed 
individual  performances  closely 
and  reminded  himself  of  detailed 
aspects  of  play  that  corid  be 
mi  proved  upon  by  the  next 
match.  Sobconsrioosiy,  he  had 
laid  the  begjnningtofa  career  la 
coaching.

Tre  also  tried  to  impress 
npon  players  not  to  pot  the  halt 
into  touch  whenever  possible  bat 
to  let  the  opposition  do  that.  It’s 
not  a risky  policy  because  it  pots 
opponents  under  pressure  and 
makes  oar  players  think  abend. 
If  a Welsh  player  wins  the  ban, 
gains  10  yards  and  we  don't 
maintain  possession  at  that 
point,  I consider  that  a failure. 
It's  only  a successful  move  if  we 
keep  the  ball  alive.**
